Illinois, in the year 1893; and 

Whereas, It is of great importance that the natural re- Resources and

wealth of the state of Kansas should be fully and creditably 
displayed to the world at said exhibition ; and 

Whereas, The board of managers Kansas exhibit world's s«itabiebuiid- 
Columbian exposition corporation has expended a large sum 
of money in securing an eligible location and erecting a suit- < 
able building, and in making other necessary preparations to 
enable the state of Kansas to make a creditable exhibition 
thereat: therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 
Section 1. That for the purpose of exhibiting the re- Board of man-

sources, products and general development of the state of 
Kansas at the world's Columbian exposition of 1893, a com- 
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mission is hereby constituted, to be designated the "Board of 
World's Fair Managers of Kansas," which shall consist of 
seven citizens, one to be appointed from each congressional 
district, to be organized and continue in its duties as herein- 
after provided : Provided, That no more than three of said 
commissioners shall belong to the same political party. 

Sec. 2. The members of said board shall be appointed by 
the governor within ten days after the passage of this act, and 
shall meet at such time as the governor may appoint, and or- 
ganize by the election of a president, a vice-president, a secre- 
tary, and a treasurer. The treasurer of said board shall give 
a bond to the state in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000), with sufficient securities, to be approved by the gov- 
ernor, for the proper performance of his duties. Four members 
of said board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. The board shall have the power to make rules and 
regulations for its own government: Provided, Such rules 
and regulations shall not conflict with the regulations adopted 
under the act of congress for the government of the world's 
Columbian exposition. Any member of the board may be 
removed at any time by the governor for cause. Any va- 
cancy which shall occur in the membership of said board 
shall be filled by the governor. 

Sec. 3. The board of world's fair managers .is authorized 
and directed to assume and exercise all such executive powers 
and functions as may be- necessary to secure a complete and 
creditable display of the interests of the state at the world's 
Columbian exposition of 1893; and they shall have personal 
charge of the solicitations, collections, transportations, arrange- 
ments and exhibition of the objects sent under the authority 
of the state to the world's Columbian exposition of 1893, and 
of such objects sent by individual citizens of the state as may 
be by them placed in their charge. 

Sec. 4. Each member of the board appointed under this 
this act shall be entitled to receive for their salary and ex- 
penses, the sum of four dollars per day for the time actually 
employed : Provided, however, That the secretary shall receive 
the additional sum of one dollar per day. 

Sec. 5. The board shall have charge' of the interest of the 
state and its citizens in the preparation and exhibition at the 
world's Columbian exposition of 1893, and of the natural, 
agricultural, live stock, horticultural and industrial products 
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of the state, and of objects illustrating its history, progress, 
moral and material welfare, and future development, and in 
all matters relating to the said world's Columbian exposition ; 
it shall communicate with the officers, and obtain and dissem- Necessary infor-

inate through the state all necessary information regarding 
said exposition, and in general shall have and exercise full au- 
thority in relation to the participation of the state of Kansas 
and its citizens in the world's Columbian exposition of 1893. 

Sec. 6. The said board shall make a report of its proceed- 238? t0,airb 
ings and expenditures from time to time to the governor, 
and at any time upon his written request, to be transmitted 
to the legislature, together with such suggestions as they may 
deem important regarding provisions for a complete and 
creditable representation of the state world's Columbian ex- 
position of 1893. 

Sec. 7. To carry out the provisions of this act and to pay Appropriation. 
the expenses already incurred, the sum of sixty-five thousand 
dollars ($65,000) or as much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby appropriated, and the state treasurer is directed to pay 
the same from the revenue fund, from time to time, on the 
requisition of said board, signed by its president and secre- 
tary, and approved by the governor, and accompanied by es- 
timates of the expenses to the payment of which the money 
so drawn is to be applied: Provided, That the board of £j£ eivebuild * 
world's fair managers of Kansas, as herein constituted, is

presented to the governor of the state an itemized statement 
thereof, together with such proof of the correctness thereof 
as he may require, and until such bills shall have indorsed 
thereon his approval in writing: Provided further.

OSAWATOMIE INSANE ASYLUM. 

An Aot making appropriation for the ereotion*and equipment of de- 
taohed ward cottage at the Insane Asylum, Osawatomie, for the 
fiscal years ending Jane 80th, 1894, and Jane 80th, 1895. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the sum of seventy thousand dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the purpose of erecting and equipping a detached 
ward cottage upon the west side of the Insane Asylum at 
Osawatomie, of the same size and upon the same plans as the 
detached ward cottage recently erected upon the east side of 
said Insane Asylum, known as the Knapp building. 

Sec. 2. The erection of the above building shall be by and 
under the direction of the state board of public works, and 
according to the law or laws governing said board. 

Sec. 3. The sum of thirty-five thousand dollars shall be 
available during the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1894, and 
the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars shall be available 
during the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1895. 

Sec. 4. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to draw 
his warrant upon the treasurer of state, upon properly au- 
thenticated and detailed vouchers, for the amounts and pur- 
poses named in sections one and three of this act.

An Act making appropriations for miscellaneous expenses of the Uni-

Section 1. The following sums, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary are hereby appropriated to the State Uni- 
versity of Kansas, out of any money in the state treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to be expended under the direction 
of the board of regents of the university as follows : For the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1894: For apparatus for the de- 
partment of physics and electrical engineering, five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) ; for books for the library, two thousand five 
hundred dollars ($2,500); for additions to the natural history 
museum, one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500); for 
supplies and apparatus for the department of chemistry, one 
thousand dollars ($1,000); for one new boiler for the heating 
plant, one thousand and five hundred dollars ($1,500). For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895: For apparatus for the 
department of physics and electrical engineering, five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000) ; for the books for the library, two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($2,500); for additions to natural 
history museum, one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500); 
for supplies and apparatus for the department of chemistry, 
one thousand dollars ($1,000). 

Sec. 2. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to draw 
his warrants on the treasurer of state for the purposes and 
amounts specified in this act, upon verified vouchers approved 
by the chancellor and secretary and treasurer of said univer- 
sity. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 13. 

STATE UNIVERSITY, LAWRENCE —ADDITIONAL BUILDING 

AND EQUIPMENTS. 

An Act making appropriations for the erection and equipment of a 
physios and electrical engineering building, for the State University 
at Lawrence, Kansas. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The following sums, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, are hereby appropriated for the State 
University of Kansas, out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated : For the erection and equipment of 
a physics and engineering building, fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The state board of public works are authorized to 
adopt plans and specifications for the buildings and addition 
contemplated in this act; to award contracts, either in whole 
or in part, to the lowest and best bidder for labor or materials 
in their construction. 

Sec. 3. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to draw 
his warrants upon the treasurer of state for the purposes and 
amounts specified in this act, upon proper vouchers approved 
by the state board of public works. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in force and take effect from and 
after its publication in the statute book.

80, 1898. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That for the purposes of paying to the several 
counties of the state deficiencies in the expenses incurred by 
such counties for the maintenance of destitute insane persons, 
as provided for by chapter eighty-three of the laws of 1376, 
there is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, the following sums or as 
much thereof as may be necessary, deficiency for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1892, twenty-two thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-nine dollars and fifty cents ; deficiency for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, twenty-nine thousand 
three hundred and eighty-six dollars and two cents. 

Sec. 2. The auditor of the state is hereby authorized to 
draw his warrants on the treasurer of state for so much of 
these appropriations as may be necessary for the purposes 
specified in section one of this act : Provided, That no claim 
shall be audited or allowed unless itemized statement of all 
expenses incurred by such county's support of such insane 
person shall be presented to the auditor of state, properly 
verified by affidavit in writing, stating that said claim is just 
and correct, and that application has been made to the super- 
intendent of some one or more of the insane asylums of this 
state for admission of such insane persons therein, and that 
such admission has been refused ; and said affidavit and state- 
ment shall be accompanied by the certificate of the superin- 
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tendent of such insane asylum or asylums stating the time 
said application was made and refused, and the reasons for 
such refusal.

STATE PRINTER. 

An Act making appropriation for the state printer for the fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1894, and June 30, 1895, and regulating the expendi- 
ture thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The following sums, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary are hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the pur- 
poses hereinafter stated : For the fiscal years ending June 30, 
1894, for legislative printing, for supreme court reports, ses- 
sion laws, and all report documents, circulars, and blanks, 
blank books and binding, that may be required by any state 
officer, including the State Board of Agriculture, the State 
Historical Society, and all charitable, educational and reform- 
atory institutions of the state, and all publications required to 
be done in newspapers, the sum of sixty-four thousand dol- 
lars; for paper and binding stock, the sum of sixteen thou- 
sand dollars. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, for 
legislative printing, for supreme court reports, session laws, 
and all reports, documents, circulars, blanks, blank books and 
binding, that may be required by any state officer, including 
the State Board of Agriculture, the State Historical Society, 
and all charitable, educational and reformatory institutions 
of the state, and all publications required to be done in news- 
papers, the sum of fifty-six thousand dollars; for paper and 
binding stock the sum of fourteen thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. All printing done under the provision of this act 
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shall have first been submitted to and approved by the secre- 
tary of state, who is hereby made the sole authority to issue 
requisitions upon the state printer for printing required by 
any officer or any institution of the state of Kansas, subject 
to the approval of the attorney general. All printing, book- 
making and binding required by any state officer, state insti- 
tution, board or commission, shall be done by the state printer : 
Provided, That no printing shall be done except such as in 
the judgment of the secretary of state, attorney general and 
state treasurer, are necessary for general information : Pro- 
vided, further, A majority of said persons may decide as to 
what shall be printed. The binding and printing provided 
for under this section, not otherwise specifically provided for, 
shall be construed to mean plain pamphlet work of such qual- 
ity and style as shall conform to the demands of sound busi- 
ness economy, and shall be done according to specifications 
furnished by the secretary of state, by and with the advice and 
consent of the attorney general : Provided, That the secretary 
of state shall not consider any requisition for printing unless 
the same is signed by the head of the department, board or 
commission from which such requisition shall issue, or the 
first assistant of the various state departments. 

Sec. 3. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to issue 
his warrant upon the treasurer of state for the purpose and 
amounts specified in section one of this act, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary to liquidate such amounts as may 
be presented to him: Provided, That no amount shall be au- 
dited or allowed unless it first be itemized and sworn to by 
the person to whom it is due; and that said amount is ap- 
proved by the secretary of state: And provided further , That 
no money shall be drawn from the treasury except upon 
itemized vouchers sworn to by the state printer, or by the 
publisher or the authorized representative of the newspaper 
where the voucher is to pay for the publications in the news- 
paper ; and no money shall be drawn from the stork fund 
unless an itemized statement is sworn to by the person or his 
authorized representative who furnished the paper or binding 
stock. 

Sec. 4. That in all cases in which by the provisions of 
this act appropriations are made for the specific purpose 
named or stated, the officer or person having charge of said 
appropriation shall not in any case, by contract, act, or pro- 
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ceeding, obligate the state at any time to pay a larger < sum 
than herein specifically appropriated ; and that in no case 
shall the amount paid exceed the amount provided by law. 

Sec. 5. The secretary of state in his biennial report shall SSS^JXtate. 
classify undjer department and state institution heads the 
printing done by the state, giving the date, when and by 
whom ordered, when delivered and to whom the aggregate 
amount of each order : Provided, That this section shall not 
relieve the secretary of state from keeping the account with 
the treasurer of state in the manner now provided by law. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

Be U enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The following sum, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the payment of 
the per diem and mileage of the members of the legislature 
and delegates, lieutenant governor, chaplains of both houses, 
for per diem of officers, clerks and messengers of both houses, 
at the rate provided by law, for postage for members of both 
houses, and delegates in the house of representatives, and lieu- 
tenant governor in an amount of ten dollars each, and state 
capitol employes in the sum of $80,000. Each member of 
the house shall draw pay from the first day of the session un- 
til the close thereof, not to exceed fifty days, unless his seat 
was sooner vacated, in which case he shall draw pay up to the 
time of such vacation. 

Sec. 2. That the foregoing, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, shall be paid at the rate allowed by law, and the 
auditor of state is hereby authorized to issue his warrants on 
the treasurer of the state in the amount specified in the first 
section of this act, upon sworn vouchers duly itemized and 
filed in his office.

An Aot authorizing the city of Girard to vote and issue bonds for the 
purpose of repairing and extending the waterworks of said city, 
and to improve the water supply and to levy and collect a special 
tax to pay the same.

Section 1. The city of Girard is hereby authorized to is- 
sue the bonds of said city, in a sum not to exceed fifteen 
thousand dollars, for the purpose of repairing, extending 
and improving the waterworks plant of said city, and to in- 
crease the water supply in said city. The same to be in ad- 
dition to the limit prescribed by section 41 of chapter 19, 
(numerical section 797,) Compiled Laws of Kansas, of the 
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year 1889. Said bonds shall be issued in denominations of 
not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, and shall mature as follows : One-tenth of the 
whole amount actually issued and sold shall be due and pay- 
able on the 1st day of February, A. D. 1894, after the same are 
issued, and one-tenth of the whole amount issued shall be 
due and payable on the 1st days of August and February of 
each year thereafter, until the whole are paid in full. And 
such bonds shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed seven 
per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually. 

Sec. 2. To enable said city to raise funds necessary to pay Levy tax. 
the said bonds as the same matures, fe provided in section one 
of this act, the said city by and through the proper officers, is 
hereby authorized and empowered to levy and collect a spe- 
cial tax, upon all of the taxable property in said city, not to 
exceed in any one year ten mills on the dollar. To be levied 
and collected as other taxes in said city, and such tax shall 
be in addition to, and shall not be limited by the provisions 
of section forty of chapter nineteen, Compiled Laws of Kan- 
sas, of the year 1889. And the funds thus raised shall be 
used for the purpose of paying said bonds and the interest 
thereon, and for no other purpose. And no greater amount 
shall be levied in any one year than that necessary to pay 
such of said bonds as will mature that year and the interest 
thereon. 

Sec. 3. On presentation of a petition signed by one hun- Election. 
dred resident taxpayers of said city therefor, the acting 
mayor of said city shall immediately issue a proclamation for 
a city election to be held, giving at least ten days' notice 
thereof, for the purpose of submitting to the electors of said 
city a proposition to issue the bonds of said city, for the pur- 
pose mentioned in section one of this act. Except as above 
prescribed, said election shall be held and conducted in the 
manner by law now provided for the holding of other city 
elections of said city. 

Sec. 4. If upon a canvass of the returns of said elections 
it shall appear that a majority of the electors voting at such 
election are in favor of issuing said bonds, the corporate au- 
thorities of said city shall issue the same for the purpose and 
in the manner specified in section one of this act.

Provided, That this portion of sections six and seven so 
added to the territory of Washington county shall only be 
used as a public highway to reach the Little Blue river, and 
to give the county of Washington authority to join with the 
county of Marshall and build a bridge over said stream, and 
that in case that such bridge shall not be built within five 
years from the passage of this act, or that after the building 
of said bridge, it shall ever be abandoned as a public high- 
way, then the territory hereby annexed to Washington county 
shall revert, and become again a part of the territory of 
Marshall county, and the boundary line restored, the same as 
though this act had not passed.

and upon such plans that it shall be permanent and durable 
and meet all the usual requirements of travel and trans- 
portation over county roads; having, however, first given 
ten days notice declaring it necessary to build such bridge, 
and having first had prepared the plans and specifications 
therefor, and shall let the contract for the construction to 
the lowest and most responsible bidder, and shall take from 
such contractor a good and sufficient bond for faithful com- Bond. 
pliance with the contract so made with him : Provided, Such 
bridge shall not cost to exceed sixteen thousand ($16,000.00) 
dollars : And provided further , That no contract for the con- 
struction of such bridge shall be entered into by the board

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* has first been deposited in the treasury of Wyandotte county 
by the citizens of Monticello township in Johnson county the 
sum of three thousand ( $3,000.00) dollars in cash, or bonds 
of said Monticello township in Johnson county, as part pay- 
ment for the construction of said bridge and to be applied 
upon the contract price therefor. 

In order further to provide payment for the erec- 
tion of such bridge, the said county commissioners shall issue 
the bonds in said county, in not exceeding the sum of thirteen 
thousand dollars ( $13,000.00) and not in excess of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000.00) less than the contract price of 
said bridge, which bonds shall bear a rate of annual interest

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CHAPTER 74. 

PUBLIC HEALTH— CHOLERA AND CONTAGIOUS DISEASES.- 

Av Aor for the preservation of the public health against epidemic chol- 
era and other infections and contagions diseases. 

Be it enacted by ike Legislature of the State of Kansas: 
Quarantine. Section 1. Whenever any part of this state appears to be 

threatened with Asiatic cholera or other infectious or conta- 
gious disease, from any adjoining state or territory, the state 
board of health shall have the power and it shall be its duty 
to establish and maintain quarantine stations at the limits of 
the state, at such points as may be deemed necessary, and to 
enforce thereat such rules and regulations as may be adopted 
prevent disease, and published by the said board for the purpose of preventing 
or obstructing the introduction or spread of such disease, by 
the inspection of all persons, places, and things, and the ex- 
clusion of all infected or suspected persons and goods, and the 
purification of all infected places and things. They may de- 
clare any or all of the rules so made to be in force within the 
whole or any part or parts of the district of any local or mu- 
nicipal board of health, and to apply to any railroad train, 
passenger coach, or public vehicle or conveyance of whatsoever 
kind for the period named in such order, and may by subse- 
quent order abridge or extend such period. And any person 
or corporation owning, occupying or controlling any house, 
building, dwelling, premises or places, of whatsoever kind, or 
Refuse to obey, any railroad train, passenger coach, or other public vehicle or 
conveyance, who shall violate or refuse to obey any of the 
rules, regulations or orders of the said board, when duly made 
and published, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in the sum of not more 
than five hundred dollars for each offense or be confined in the 
county jail for a period of thirty days or. both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court: Provided, That 
the state board of health may cause the said rule, regulation 
or order thus violated or disobeyed to be fully carried out, 
and may recover the expense incurred thereby, and the said 
fine and costs of prosecution, in a civil action before any jus- 
tice of the peace or court having jurisdiction in like cases:

The printing and distribution of ballots 
and all other expenses connected with or growing out of the 
provisions of this act shall be paid for by townships, and 
cities of the first and second class, and it shall be the duty of 
the county commissioners of each county to apportion such 
expense among the townships and cities of the county in pro- 
portion to the vote cast at the last preceding general election 
in each township and city. It shall be the duty of the proper 
officers of each township and city of the first and second class 
to issue and pay warrants to cover expenses incurred under 
the provisions of this act in the same manner as all other 
township and city warrants are paid under existing statutes.

All certificates of nomination, or nomination 
papers, shall, besides containing the names of the candidates, 
specify as to each : First, the office to which he was nom- 
inated ; second, the party or political principle which he rep- 
resents, expressed in not more than five (5) words; third, his 
place of residence, with street and number thereof, if any. 
In case of electors for president and vice president of the 
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United States, the names for the candidates for president and 
vice president may be added to the party or political appella- 
tion. 

Sec. 7. Certificates of nomination, and nomination papers 
for the nomination of candidates for offices to be filled by the 
electors of the entire state, or any division or district greater 
than a county, shall be filed with the secretary of state not 
more than sixty (60) days and not less than thirty (30) days 
before the day fixed by law for the election for which the can- 
didates are nominated. All other certificates for the nomina- 
tion of candidates shall be filed with the county clerk of the 
respective counties, not more than sixty (60) days and not less 
tha n twenty (2 0) days previous to the day of such election : 
/Provided, That certificates of nomination and nomination pa- 
pers for the nomination of candidates for the offices in cities 
shall be filed with the clerks of the cities not more than forty 
(40) days and not less than ten (10) days previous to such 
elect ion. 

Sec. 8. Any person whose name has been presented as a 
candidate may cause his name to be withdrawn from nomina- 
tion by his request in writing, signed by him and acknowl- 
edged before an officer qualified to take acknowledgment of 
deeds, and filed with the secretary of state not less than fif- 
teen (1 5) days, or with the clerk of the county or city not less 
than eight (8) days previous to the day of election, andno 
name so withdrawn shall be printed upon the ballots. ( All 
certificates of nomination, and nomination papers, when filed, 
shall be open, under the proper regulation, to public inspec-

residence as given in the nomination papers, and stating the / 
time and place, when and where such objections will be con-., 
sidered.^* 

Sec. 11. When such certificate is filed with the secretary of ! 1 g£? tary of 
state, he shall, in certifying nominations to the various county 
clerks, insert the name of the person thus nominated to fill 
vacancy in place of the original nominee; and in the event 
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that he has already sent forward his certificate, he shall forth- 
with certify to the clerks of the proper counties the name and 
description of the person so nominated to fill the vacancy, the 
office he is nominated for, with the other details mentioned in 
certificates of nomination filed with the secretary of state; he 
shall immediately certify the name so supplied to the author- 
ities charged with the printing of the ballots. The name so 
supplied for the vacancy shall, if the ballots are not already 
printed, be placed on the ballots in place of the name of the 
original nominee; or, if the ballots have been printed, new 
ballots, whenever practicable, shall be furnished. 

Sec. 12. Whenever it may not be practicable to have new 
ballots printed, it shall be the duty of the election officer, hav- 
ing charge of the ballots to place the name so supplied for the 
vacancy upon each ballot issued before delivering it to the 
voter; the name so supplied may be placed upon the ballots 
either by affixing a paster, or by writing or stamping the name 
upon the ballot; and to enable this to be done, the officer with 
whom the certificates 'of nominations are to be filed, shall im- 
mediately furnish the name of such substituted nominee to all 
judges of election within the territory in which such nominee 
may be a candidate : Provided, That in all cases where the 
certificates of nomination or nomination papers are filed with 
the secretary of state he shall be required only to immediately 
furnish the name of such substituted nominee to the county 
clerks within said territory, and it shall/ then be the duty of 
the county clerk to furnish such information to the judges of 
election as hereinbefore stated. 

Sec. 13. Not less than fifteen (15) days before an election 
to fill any public office, the secretary of state shall certify to 
the county clerk of each county within which any of the elec- 
tors may by law vote for the candidates for such office, the 
name and residence of each person nominated for such office, 
as specified in the certificates of nomination or nomination 
papers filed with the secretary of state. 

Sec. 14. The names of all candidates to be voted for in 
each election district or precinct shall be printed on one bal- 
lot; all nominations for any political party or group of peti- 
tioners being placed under the party appellation or title of 
such party or group, as designated by them in the certificates 
of nomination or petitions, or, if none be designated, then un- 
der some suitable title, and the ballot shall contain no other 
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names, except, that, in case of electors for president and vice 
president of the United States, the names of the candidates 
for president and vice president may be added to the party 
or political organization.

when folded, shall be printed the words "Official ballot," fol- 
lowed by the designation of the polling place for which the 
ballot is prepared, the date of election, and a/oc simile of the 
signature of the clerk or other officers who has caused the 
ballot to be printed. The ballots shall be on plain white pa- Kind or paper. 
per, through which the printing or writing cannot be read. 
The party appellation or title shall be printed in capital let- 
ters, not less than one-fourth of an inch in height, and imme- 
diately below such party appellation or title shall be printed 
the following statement: Electors will make a cross mark, 
thus (X) in the square at the left of the name of the candidate 
for whom they wish to vote. The names of the candidates how printed. 
shall be printed in capital letters, not less than one-eighth nor 
more than one-fourth of an inch in height. And at the be- 
ginning of each line in which the name of a candidate is 
printed, a square shall be printed, the sides of which shall 
not be less than one-fourth of an inch in length. The list 
of candidates for the several parties and groups of petitioners separate coi- 
shall be placed in separate columns on the ballots, in such 
order as the authorities charged with the printing of the bal- 
lots shall decide.

Sec 15. For all elections to which this act applies, the 
county clerks in their respective counties shall have charge 
of the printing of the ballots for all general elections, and 
shall furnish them to the judges of such elections. Ballots 
shall be printed and in the possession of the officer charged 
with their distribution at least five (5) days before the elec- 
tion, accompanied by exact copies of said ballots printed on 
paper of any color other than white, for the inspection of 
candidates and their agents. If any mistakes be discovered, 
they shall be corrected without delay. The officers so charged 
with the printing of the ballots shall cause to be delivered to 
the judges of election, at the polling place of each voting pre- 
cinct, not less than twelve (12) hours before the time fixed by 
law for the opening of the polls therein, one hundred (100) 
ballots of the kind to be voted in such precinct for every fifty 
(50) votes or fraction thereof cast therein at the last preceding 
packages, election for state officers. Such ballots shall be put up in 
separate sealed packages of fifty ballots each, with marks on 
the outside clearly designating the polling place for which 
they are intended, and the number of ballots inclosed, and 
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receipt therefor shall be given by the judge or judges of elec- 
tion to whom they are delivered, which receipt shall be pre- 
served by the officer charged with the printing of the ballots*

on or before the day of election the ballots furnished to any 
precinct shall be lost, destroyed or exhausted, before the polls 
are closed, on written application, signed by a majority of the 
judges of such precinct or signed and sworn to by one of such 
judges, he shall immediately cause to be delivered tp such 
judges, at the polling place, such additional supplied ballots 
as may be required, and sufficient to comply with the pro- 
visions x of this act.

And it shall be the duty of 
the township trustees of every township, at least five days be- 
fore the day of any election, to proceed in like manner to ap- 
point and notify five persons for each voting precinct in his 
township, three to be appointed and to act as judges and two 
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as clerks of election, and all to bfc duly^qu alified jelectors of 
the precinct for which appointed, f One of said judges and one 
of said clerks to be appointed by said mayor and trustee, as 
aforesaid, shall be taken from the political party that polled 
the largest number of votes at the last preceding general elec- 
tion in said precinct, and one of said judges and one of said 
clerks, from the political party that polled the next largest 
number of vote9 at the last general election aforesaid, and the 
remaining judge from the political party that polled jhejiext, 
largest vote at the last general election aforesaidj And if any 
of said judges or clerks shall fail or refuse to appear and serve 
at the proper time and place, or from any cause become dis- 
qualified, then the electors present shall select from their num- 
ber, viva voce, such persons from the political parties as herein 
designated to fill such vacancies. Said judges shall designate 
one of their number whose duty it shall be to have charge of 
the ballots and to furnish them to the voters in the manner 
herein provided. All judges and clerks to be appointed by the 
township trustee as hereinbefore provided shall at least one 
day before election appear before such township trustee and 
shall take and subscribe an oath to faithfully and honestly dis- 
charge his duties as such clerk or judge, and said township 
trustee is hereby authorized to administer oaths for such pur- 
pose : Provided, In cities having a commissioner of elections, 
such commissioner shall in all cases select the judges and 
clerks of election from different political parties, in like man-

Sec. 20. It shall be the duty of the township trustee, and Places to how

of the mayor and clerk of incorporated cities, to provide 
suitable places in which to hold all elections provided for by 
this act, and to see that the same are warmed, lighted, and 
furnished with proper supplies and conveniences, including a 
sufficient number of booths, shelves, pens, penholders, ink, 
blotters, and pencils, as will enable the voter to prepare his 
ballot for voting, and in which voters may prepare their bal- 
lots screened from all observation as to the manner in which 
they do so. A guard rail shall be so constructed and placed Booths- 
that only such persons as are inside said rail can approach 
within six (6) feet of the ballot box and of such voting 
booths. The arrangements shall be such that the voting 
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booths can be reached only by passing within said guard rail. 
They shall be in plain view of the election officers, and both 
they and the ballot boxes shall be in plain view of those out- 
side of the guard rail. Each of said booths shall have three 
sides inclosed, one side in front, to open and shut by a door 
swinging outward or to be inclosed with a curtain. Each 
side of each booth shall be seven (7) feet high, and the door 
or curtain shall extend to within two (2) feet of the floor, 
which shall be closed while the voter is preparing his ballot; 
and such booths shall be well lighted. Each booth shall be 
at least three (3) feet square, and shall contain a shelf at least 
one (1) foot wide, at a convenient height for writing. No 
person other thatyfelection officers and challengers allowed by 
law, and those admitted for the purpose of voting, as herein- 
after provided, shall be permitted within the guard rail, ex- 
cept by the authority of the election officers to keep order 
and enforce the law. The number of such voting booths 
shall not be less than one (1) to every sixty (60) voters, or 
fraction thereof, who voted at the last preceding general elec- 
tion in the precinct. The expense of providing booths and 
guard rails and other things required by this act shall be 
paid in the same manner as other election expenses. Said 
booths shall be constructed of any material that will form a 
screen from public view and render the voter free from ob- 
servation while marking his ballot, and said booths shall be 
deposited with the township trustee or city clerk, to be pre- 
served for future use.

Any person desiring to vote in precincts where 
registration is required, shall give his name, and, if required 
to do so, his residence, to the judges of election, one of whom 
shall thereupon announce the same in a loud and distinct tone 
of voice, and if such name is found on the register of voters 
by the officer having charge thereof, he shall likewise repeat 
said name, and the voter shall be allowed to enter the space 
judge's initials, inclosed by the guard rail as above provided. One of the 

judges designated by the election board shall give the voter 
one, and only one ballot, on the back of which said judge 
shall indorse his initials and shall keep at least ten ballots

time. This section shall apply to and govern, where appli- 
cable, all persons desiring to vote in precincts where registra- 
tion is not required. 

Sec. 22. On receipt of his ballot, the voter shall forth- Voter - 
with, and without leaving the inclosed place, retire alone to 
one of the voting booths so provided, and shall prepare his

No voter shall vote, or offer to vote, 
any ballot except sach as he has received from the judges of 
election in charge of the ballots. Any voter who may, by 
accident or mistake, spoil his ballot, shall, on returning said 
ballot to the election judges, receive another in place thereof.

charge seven cents per folio for the writing, not including 
printed.

For any failure to so Account for said fees, or any 
false or fraudulent statement or refusal to account and settle 
as aforesaid by any officer herein named, he shall be deemed 
and held to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars for every item, and 
be confined for a term not exceeeding thirty days in the county 
jail. 

Sec. 4. That all acts and parts of acts heretofore passed, in 
conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

He shall 
keep an accurate account of all fees charged by him, and if 
at the end of any one year he shall receive more than six 
hundred dollars ($600.00), he shall turn one-half of such 
excess into the treasury of said county, taking duplicate re- 
ceipts therefor, one of which he shall file with the county 
clerk; and one-half of such excess so paid over to the treas- 
urer Shall become a part of the general fund of said county. 

Sec. 6. The county surveyor of Jewell county shall re- county surveyor. 
ceive for his services the following fees: For the time actually 
and necessarily employed in making a survey, and in going 
to the place where the same is to be made and returning to 
his office therefrom, four dollars ($4.00) per day; making a 
report of survey, including any record or plat thereof re- 
quired by law, two dollars ($2.00); for copy of plat of any 
survey and certificate, two dollars ( $2.00). 

Sec. 7. Every officer above named, whose duty it is to sworn statement. 
keep an accurate account of fees as hereinbefore prescribed, 
shall make a return thereof, verified by his affidavit, and file 
the same with the county clerk of said county at the end of 
each quarter; and any officer neglecting so to do shall be Penalty, 
guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not less than fifty dollars ($50.00), nor more

CHAPTER 85. 

PEES AND SALARIES— OOPFEY COUNTY. 

Ah Act fixing the fees and salaries of the ooanty officers and persons 

of Coffey county, Kansas, herein named. 

Be U enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 
county officer* Section 1. That the several officers of Coffey county 
herein named shall receive the following sums for their ser- 
vices per annum: The treasurer of Coffey county shall be 
entitled to and receive, as full compensation for his services, 
two thousand two hundred dollars; the county clerk, eighteen 
hundred dollars; the county superintendent, nine hundred 
dollars; the county attorney, eight hundred dollars; said 
salaries shall be paid out of the county treasury in quarterly 
installments, upon the order of the county commissioners : 
Provided, That amount collected by the county treasurer and 
county clerk as fees shall be first deducted from said quar- 
terly installments. 

Sec. 2. Said officers shall keep an account of ail fees re- 
ceived by him from all sources whatever, in books to be pro- 
vided by the county commissioners for that purpose, showing 
the amount received, from whom, for what purpose, and the 
date thereof. They shall, on the first day of the regular ses- 
sion of the board of county commissioners in the months of 
January, April, July and October of each year, make out, 
present to, and file with said board a detailed and correct 
statement of the amount of fees so received during the pre- 
ceding quarter, which report shall be under oath; and any 
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county treasurer or county clerk who shall fail to enter in 
such books any fees received by them, or shall not make out 
a full and correct report thereof to the board of county com- 
missioners, as herein provided, shall forfeit his office. 

Sec. 3. The register of deeds shall charge and collect the B * literof deed* 
following fees : For recording deeds, mortgages, or other in- 
struments of writing, for each folio, ten cents; for certificate 
of filing and recording any instrument, five cents; for prop- 
erly indexing each tract, including description of property 
and entries on numerical index, if any, ten cents; for copy 
of deed or other instrument recorded, per folio, eight cents ; 
for recording town plats, one hundred lots or less, two dollars 
and fifty cents; each additional one hundred lots, one dollar; 
for certificate and seal, twenty-five cents; for filing, entering 
and releasing each chattel mortgage, bill of Bale or condi- 
tional sale, contract, or note, twenty- five cents. 

Sec. 4. If the county treasurer or county clerk shall fail uo™**™***"*- 
to make to the county commissioners a quarterly report, un- 
der oath, as herein required, he shall forfeit ten dollars for 
each day he shall willfully fail to do so; and the board of 
county commissioners shall in no event audit or order to be 
paid any quarterly installment of the salary as herein pro- 
vided until such report shall have been made by the county 
treasurer as herein provided; and if any board of county 
commissioners shall audit and order to be paid any quarterly 
or other installment of such salary until the report be made 
and sworn to by the said officers, as herein provided, each 
member of said board voting for such allowance shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of fifty dollars, to be recovered .for the support 
of the common schools of the county, as in other cases. 

Sec. 5. The clerk of the district court of the county shall g«* of di8trict 
receive as his only compensation for the services required by 
law to be performed by the clerk of the district court, the 
following-named fees: For filing each paper, five cents; 
docketing each action on appearance docket, ten cents; dock- 
eting action on trial and bar docket, each, ten cents ; each 
entry on appearance docket, other than docketing action, five 
cents; entering every order, motion,. rule, plea, report, ver- 
dict, or arraignment, ten cents; entering judgment, not ex- 
ceeding five folios, forty cents; each additional folio, five 
cents; entering satisfaction of judgment, twenty cents; each 
indexing, five cents; issuing any writ, except as otherwise 
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provided, twenty cents; issuing subpoena, all the names con- 
tained in one praecipe to be contained in one subpoena, fifteen 
cents; issuing any order of attachment, replevin, arre3t, ex- 
ecution, sale, or order to carry sentence of criminal into exe- 
cution, forty cents ; issuing commission to take depositions, 
twenty-five cents; administering oath in open court, five 
cents; impaneling and swearing a Jury, forty cents; taking 
and certifying affidavit, twenty cents; approving bond, in- 
cluding justification, thirty-five cents; docketing judgment, 
twenty cents; taxing costs and making fee bill, per folio, 
eight cents; making any record or copying any paper re- 
quired to be copied, per folio, five cents; certifying fees of 
jurors and witnesses to county board, each name, four cents; 
entering declaration of alien to become citizen, and certified 
copy of same, seventy-five cents ; taking and entering recog- 
nizance, forty cents; entering final admission of alien, and 
certified copy of same, seventy-five cents; making fee bill in 
state cases, per folio, five cents; entering indictment in indict- 
ment record, forty cents; entering abstract of mechanics' lien 
in mechanic's lien docket, forty cents ; certificate and seal, 
twenty cents.

lowing fees: Serving or executing and returning any writ, 
process, order, or notice, to tax warrant, except as otherwise 
hereinafter provided, for the first person, forty cents; for 
each additional person, twenty-five cents; and mileage; mak- 
ing a levy under execution, fifty cents; appraisement of prop- 
erty, fifty cents; making arrest as peace officer, fifty cents; 
taking an inventory of personal property, each day, one dol- 
lar; advertising property for sale, forty cents; selling prop- 
erty, forty cents; sheriff's deed and acknowledgment, one 
dollar and twenty-five cents; commission for collecting 
money on sale, first one hundred dollars, two per cent. ; next 
four hundred dollars, one per cent.; all over five hundred 
dollars, one-half of one per cent. ; and one-half the foregoing 
rate for collecting without sale; for services under requisition 
made by the governor, three dollars per day, and necessary 
traveling expenses actually paid out for himself and prisoners; 
for attending auy court of record, one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per day; for summoning talesmen, each ftve cents; for 
attending jail when occupied by one or more prisoners, one 
dollar per day; for boarding and lodging each prisoner, forty 
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cents per day, when jail is provided ; and when no jail is pro- 
vided, sixty cents per day; and when the jail is insufficient 
the sheriff may employ such guards as are actually necessary 
for services, for which the board of county commissioners 
shall allow the sheriff reasonable compensation ; for posting 
each notice of election, five cents and mileage ; the allowance 
for mileage provided for in this section shall be for each mile 
actually and necessarily traveled each way, in serving any 
writ, process, order, notice, or tax warrant, eight cents : Pro- 
vided, That no mileage shall be taxed or allowed where the 
distance traveled does not exceed one mile, nor unless, at the 
time of making his return, the sheriff shall file therewith, or 
as a part thereof, a statement showing the place where the 
writ, process, order or notice was served, the distance ac- 
tually and necessarily traveled in serving or executing the 
same, and if service is required upon more than one person, 
then the return shall show the distance actually and neces- 
sarily traveled from the place where the first service was 
made to the place where the second person was served, nam- 
ing person and place, and so on for each person served, and 
the distance actually and necessarily traveled in returning, so 
that the whole route traveled by the sheriff in making serv- 
ice shall clearly appear; and bills for posting election no- 
tices shall be made out in substantially the same manner: 
Provided further, When return of "no property found" on 
personal tax warrant, twenty-five cents and mihage, to be 
paid by the county. 

Sec. 7. The probate judge shall receive for services the Probate judge, 
following fees : Issuing letters testamentary of administra- 
tion or guardianship, one dollar; filing, entering and approv- 
ing bond, forty cents; issuing subpoena, citation, venire, or 
other process or order, and filing and entering the same, 
twenty-five cents; filing and entering each paper, five cents: 
Provided, That the vouchers returned with annual or final 
settlements shall be attached thereto, and with each such set- 
tlement filed as one paper; hearing every petition, motion or 
application, proof of demand, and entering any order, ap- 
proval, disapproval or judgment thereon, except as hereinaf- 
ter provided, twenty-five cents; entering abstract of claim, 
ten cents; examining annual or final settlement and entering 
order approving or disapproving same, one dollar ; holding 
inquest in case of alleged lunatic or habitual drunkard, and 
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rendering and entering judgment thereon, one dollar; hear- 
ing application for injunction and making order thereon, one 
dollar; hearing application for release on writ of habeas cor- 
pus, and making any order or rendering any judgment thereon, 
two dollars; swearing each witness, five cents; taking and 
certifying affidavit, including filing and entering, if required,, 
twenty-five cents; recording bonds, with inventories, settle* 
ments, reports or other matter required to be recorded, ex- 
cept as herein otherwise provided, or copying same, per folio, 
eight cents; issuing and recording marriage license, to be 
paid when issued, two dollars; for any other service required 
by law, the same fees as are prescribed by the clerk of the 
district court for like services. In addition to the fees herein 
provided, the probate judge shall be entitled to receive such 
fees ris are or may be provided by law for services under the 
prohibitory laws, and such other compensation, not exceeding 
two hundred dollars per annum, as may be allowed by the 
board of county commissioners : Provided, Said officer shall 
keep an account of all fees received by him from all sources 
whatever, in books to be provided by the county commis- 
sioners for that purpose, showing the amounts received, from 
whom, for what purpose, and the date thereof. He shall, on 
the first day of the regular session of the board of county 
commissioners in the months of January, April, June and 
October of each year, make out, present to and file with said 
board a detailed and correct statement of the amount of fees- 
so received during the preceding quarter, which report shall 
be under oath. 

Sec. 8. Where no contract has been made providing for 
less compensation, printer shall be entitled to receive the fol- 
lowing fees: For publishing a notice for sale of land for 
taxes, for the time required by law, for each tract other than 
town lots, fifteen cents; the same for town lots, five cents;; 
for publishing a notice for the time required by law, showing 
when the time for redemption of lands sold for taxes expires, ' 
the same compensation as for the notice first mentioned; "for 
publishing any legal notice, summons, citation, or any pro- 
ceeding or advertisement required by law to be published in a. 
newspaper, a rate not exceeding seven cents per line of twenty - 
six ems nonpareil, for the first insertion, and four cents a line 
for each subsequent insertion. If any officer mentioned in 
this act shall contract for or receive any money offer or pe- 
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cuniary reward in connection with this publication of any 
legal notice or advertisement, or shall demand or receive of 
any printer or publisher any per cent or portion of any 
money paid or to be paid for the publication of any legal no- 
tice or advertisement, he shall upon conviction thereof forfeit 
his office; or if any such officer shall pay to any officer or 
attorney any portion of the legal fees due the printer under 
the provisions of this act, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction .thereof he shall be fined in a sum not 
less than one hundred dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 9. That all acts and parts of acts in conflict with the 
provision of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the statute book.

CHAPTER 86. 

PEES AND SA.LA.RIES— OS A.GE COUNTY. 

An A.ot regulating the fees and salaries and prescribing oertain duties 
of the county officers of Osage county, Kansas. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The several officers of Osage county named in 
this section shall receive the following sums as full compensa- 
tion for their services per annum, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided: Treasurer, twelve hundred dollars; sheriff, twelve 
hundred dollars and mileage; probate judge, one thousand 
dollars ; county clerk, one thousand dollars; register of deeds, 
one thousand dollars; county attorney, one thousand dollars, 
and fees; clerk of the district court, one thousand dollars; 
superintendent of public instruction, one thousand dollars; 
each county commissioner, three hundred and sixty dollars. 
The above salaries shall be allowed by the county commis- 
sioners in monthly installments, by issuing orders on the 
county treasurer, who shall pay the same out of the funds of 
the county treasury: Provided, That no part of this act shall 
be construed as affecting the existing law in relation to the 
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county treasurer's mileage in his settlements with the state 
treasurer. 

Sec. 2. Each officer mentioned in the preceding section, 
including county surveyor and coroner, shall keep a correct 
itemized account of all fees and mileages received by him by 
virtue of his office, from all sources whatever, in books to be 
provided by the county commissioners for the purpose, show- 
ing the amounts received, from whom, for what purpose, and 
the date thereof, and shall, on the first day of the regular 
session of the board of county commissioners in each month, 
make out, present to and file with said board an itemized de- 
tailed, correct and sworn statement of the amount of fees and 
mileages received by him during the preceding month; all 
fees and mileages received in their official capacity by the 
aforesaid officers, excepting county attorney, surveyor, and 
coroner, and further excepting the mileages only of the sher- 
iff, or coming into their hands by virtue of law, shall be paid 
over by them to the board of county commissioners, to be by 
them conveyed into the county treasury, to be credited to the 
general fund. Any officer who shall fail to enter into such 
book any fees or mileages received by him, or who shall not 
make a full and correct report thereof to the board of county 
commissioners, or who shall fail to pay over the amount col- 
lected by him to the said board as above provided, shall for- 
feit his office; and it is hereby made the duty of the county 
attorney to enforce such forfeiture, and to recover the amount 
due from such officer by proper legal proceedings; and it is 
hereby made the duty of every officer who is by this act re- 
quired to keep an account of fees and mileages received by 
him to deliver to the board of county commissioners, on de- 
mand, the book containing the account of the fees and mile- 
ages received by him by virtue of his office. 

Sec. 3. If any officer who is required by the preceding sec- 
tion to make out, present and to file with the board of county 
commissioners a statement of fees and mileages received by 
him shall fail to file such statement on the fir$t day of the 
regular session of the board of county commissioners, as here- 
inafter provided, he shall forfeit ten dollars for each day he 
shall willfully fail so to do; such forfeiture to be recovered 
as in other cases, for the support of common schools of the 
county. 

Sec. 4. If the board of county commissioners shall audit 
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and order to be paid any monthly or other installments of of 
the compensations salary of any officer who has failed or neg- 
lected to make the reports required of him by this act, before 
the required report shall have been duly and properly made, 
then each member of such board voting for such allowance 
shall forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars for each case 
thus acted upon by him ; said forfeiture to be recovered for 
the support of the common schools of the county as in other 
cases. 

Sec. 5. Each officer who is required by this act to make a statement under

statement under oath to the board of county commissioners 
of the fees and mileages received by him shall also, at the 
same time and place, file a like statement of the fees and 
mileages earned in his official capacity, and which remains 
unpaid ; and if the board of county commissioners finds that 
any part of the fees and mileages earned in his office and re- 
maining uncollected are in that condition through the negli- 
gence of said officer, they shall deduct the amount of such 
fees from the monthly salary due such officer as a penalty for 
his negligence. 

Sec. 6. The last monthly installment of any of the sala- 
ries herein provided for shall not become due and payable to 
the officer entitled to the same until thirty days after his suc- 
cessor shall have entered upon the duties of his office ; and 
any fees and mileages that may, during said thirty days, be 
found uncollected through the negligence of such outgoing 
officer by the board of county commissioners, shall be de- 
ducted from the amount due the said outgoing officer for the 
last monthly payment of salary; and the board shall then 
issue an order on the county treasurer for the amount thus 
found to be due the said outgoing officer. 

Sec. 7. The county surveyor shall receive for his services 
the following fees : For the time actually and necessarily 
employed in making a survey, and in going to the place 
where the same is made and returning to his office there- 
from, four dollars per day; for making out report of survey, 
including any record or plat thereof required by law, two 
dollars ; for copy of any plat of any survey or certificate, 
two dollars. He shall keep his office at the county seat open 
on every Tuesday for the convenience of the public, and shall 
receive therefor from the county the sum of one hundred and 
fifty dollars per annum. 
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Sec. 8. The coroner shall receive for his services such 
compensation as is now provided for by statute. 

Sec. 9. The county officers of Osage county shall, in all 
cases, charge persons requiring their services the full legal 
fees therefor as established by law. 
Extra help. s EC# io. If the county officers require any help in the ex- 

ercise of their various duties, they shall make application to 
the board of county commissioners at their regular monthly 
meeting, and said board may, in their discretion, furnish them 
such help as they may deem necessary for the succeeding 
month, and such help shall be paid out of the general funds 
of the county. The assistants shall be employed by the com- 
missioners, and shall be subject to the approval of the officers 
requiring such help, and shall receive for their services a com- 
pensation of not exceeding fifty dollars per month. 
expert. Sec. 11. The board of county commissioners of Osage 

county shall have power to appoint an expert accountant at 
any time to audit any or all of the books and accounts of 
said county, and to allow reasonable compensation for the 
same, which shall be paid out of the treasury on orders of 
said board of county commissioners: Provided, That such 
compensation shall not exceed the sum of three hundred dol- 
lars in any one year. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the county commissioners 
of Osage county to furnish blank forms to all parties entitled 
to make requisitions on the county for supplies of any kind ; 
when requisitions are approved, it shall be the duty of said 
board to procure the materials or things required, as econom- 
ically as possible; but no employ^ of the county shall be al- 
lowed to furnish any supplies, or to enter into contract, directly 
or indirectly, in any manner whatever, to perform any service 
other than that which they are specialy paid to perform. 

Sec. 13. The board of county commissioners of Osage 
county shall meet in regular session at the county seat on the 
first Monday of each month ; and it is hereby empowered and 
authorized at such regular sessions to examine and settle and 
allow all accounts chargeable against the county, and when 
so settled and allowed it may issue county orders therefor as 
provided by law. 

Sec. 14. All acts or parts of acts heretofore passed and 
now in force, that conflict with the provisions of this act, are 
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hereby repealed in so far only as they conflict with the opera- 
tion of this act. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 87. 

FEES AND SALARIES— MITCHELL COUNTY. 

An Act regulating fees and salaries of the county treasurer, county 
clerk, oonnty attorney, county superintendent, clerk of the district 
court, sheriff, probate judge, register of deeds, oonnty surveyor and 
coroner of Mitchell county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the county treasurer of Mitchell county county treasurer 
shall be allowed by the board of county commissioners, as full 
compensation for his services, the sum of eighteen hundred 
dollars per annum. Said salary shall be paid, out of the 
county treasury in quarterly installments, upon the order of 
the board of county commissioners; but the amouut collected 
by the said county treasurer as fees under the existing laws 
for the preceding quarter shall be first deducted from said 
quarterly installment; but nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as affecting the law in relation to mileage in settling 
with the state treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The county clerk of Mitchell county shall be al- county clerk. 
lowed by the board of county commissioners, as full compen- 
sation for his services, the sum of fourteen hundred dollars 
per annum. Said salary shall be paid out of the county 
treasury in quarterly installments, upon the order of the 
county commissioners; but the amount collected by the 
county clerk as fees under existing laws, for the preceding 
quarter, shall be first deducted from said quarterly install- 
ment. The last quarter's salary of the term of said officer 
shall not be paid until thirty days after the expiration of said 
term, and not until the county commissioners have found 

—10 
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upon examination that all the work of his office has been 
completed to the end of his term. 

Sec. 3. The county attorney of Mitchell county shall be 
allowed by the board of county commissioners, as full com- 
pensation for his services, a salary of eight hundred dollars 
per annum. Said salary shall be paid quarterly out of the 
county treasury, upon the order of the board of county com- 
missioners, and shall be in addition to the fees now allowed 
by law to the county attorney ; but said fees shall not be pay- 
able out of the county treasury. 

Sec' 4. The county superintendent of public instruction 
of Mitchell county shall be allowed by the board of county 
commissioners of said county, as full compensation for his 
services, a salary of ten hundred dollars per annum, which 
compensation shall be payable quarterly, on the order of the 
county commissioners. Nothing in this *act shall be con- 
strued as in anywise relieving the county superintendent of 
public instruction from the performance of any duty now im- 
posed on him by law. 

Sec. 5. The clerk of the district court of Mitchell county 
shall receive as full compensation for his services such fees 
as are now allowed by law, except as herein provided. He 
shall keep accurate account of all fees charged by him, and 
if at the end of any one quarter of the year he shall have 
received more than three hundred dollars for said quarter, 
he shall turn one-half of such excess over to the treasurer of 
said county, taking duplicate receipts therefor, one of which 
he shall file with the county clerk ; and the one-half of such 
excess so paid over to the treasurer shall become part of the 
general fund of the county. 

Sec. 6. The sheriff of Mitchell county shall receive as full 
compensation for his services such fees as are now allowed by 
law, except as herein provided. He shall keep an accurate 
account of all fees charged by him, and if at the end of any 
one quarter he shall receive more than three hundred dollars 
for said quarter, he shall turn one-half of such excess over to 
the treasurer of said county, taking duplicate receipts there- 
for, one of which he shall file with the county clerk; and the 
one-half of such excess so paid over to the treasurer shall be- 
come part of the general fund of the county. 

Sec. 7. The probate judge shall receive as full compensa- 
tion for his services such salary and fees as are now allowed 
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by law, except as herein provided. He shall keep an accurate 
account of all fees charged by him, and if at the end of any 
one quarter of the year he shall receive more than two hun- 
dred dollars for said quarter, he shall turn one-half of such

The clerk of the district court of Dickinson county 
shall charge and collect, for the services required by law to 
be performed by him, the following fees: For docketing an 
action on each docket required, including indexing, fifteen 
cents; filing and entering the record of the filing of the same 
on the appearance or other docket, the sum of five cents; is- 
suing any process or order, including the filing and entering 
of the same and the receipt therefor and return thereof, and 
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all docket entries required in reference thereto, the sum of 
fifty cents; or in lieu thereof, the clerk may charge seven 
cents per folio for the writing, not including printed matter, 
properly required in any process, or order, when all the writ- 
ing necessary to be done by the said clerk shall exceed seven 
folios; for swearing jurymen to answer questions and impan- 
eling and swearing jury to try the case, the sum of fifty cents ; 
for issuing certificate of attendance to jurymen and certifying 
the attendance to the board of county commissioners, ten 
cents; taking witness's affidavit for per diem and mileage, 
ten cents; filing and entering the same, and making all nee- 
essary entries in reference to the same and to the fees of each 
witness, five cents ; each other affidavit, including certificate 
and seal, and filing, and docket entries, if any, twenty-five 
cents; issuing commission to take depositions, fifty cents; 
entering abstract of each judgment or order on appearance 
docket, ten cents; approving, filing, and entering any bond or 
recognizance, including the justification, twenty-five cents; 
entering judgment on judgment docket against three persons, 
or less, fifteen cents, and each additional person, five cents; 
making any record or copying any paper required to be cop- 
ied, seven cents per folio; certifying the fees of witnesses to 
the county commissioners, five cents ; for itemizing and cer- 
tifying the fees of sheriff or other officer to the county com- 
missioners, ten cents per 1 folio; filing mechanic's lien and 
entering abstract thereof in proper docket, forty cents; cer- 
tificate and seal, except as hereinbefore provided, twenty-five 
cents; making fee bill for any party in a case when demanded, 
seven cents per folio ; entering declaration of alien to become 
a citizen, including copy of the same, and entering final ad- 
mission of alien, including certified copy of same, each one 
dollar. 

Sec. 8. The sheriff of Dickinson county shall receive for sheriff. 
his service the following fees : Serving or executing and re- 
turning any writ, process, order or notice or tax warrant, ex- 
cept as otherwise hereinafter provided, for the first person, 
twenty-five cents; for each additional person named in said 
writ, fifteen cents and mileage ; serving a warrant and making 
a return of the same, fifty cents; making arrest as a peace of- 
ficer, fifty cents; serving order of attachment, arrest, or re- 
plevin, and making return on the same, fifty cents; making 
levy under execution, fifty cents; calling an inquest of ap- 
—li 
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praisement, swearing the appraisers, and making return of the 
same, fifty cents; sale of property, twenty-five cents; adver- 
tising property for sale, twenty-five cents; taking inventory 
of personal property, each day, one dollar; sheriff's deed 
and acknowledgment, one dollar; commission for collecting 
money on sale, first one hundred dollars, two per cent. ; next 
four hundred dollars, one per cent.; all over five hundred 
dollars, one-half of one per cent. ; and one-half of the forego- 
ing rates for collections without sale; for serving under 
requisition made by the governor, three dollars a day and the 
necessary traveling expenses actually paid out for himself and 
prisoner. For the service of all writs in said county of Dick- 
inson, in addition to the fees here allowed, mileage at the rate 
of ten cents a mile shall be allowed. When writs shall be 
served outside of said county, mileage at the rate of five cents 
per mile shall be allowed; for conveying insane, idiotic or 
other indigent persons to state institutions, three dollars a day, 
and actual traveling expenses for said sheriff and said person ; 
for attending any court of record, one dollar and fifty cents a 
day; for summoning talesmen, each, five cents ; for attending 
jail, when occupied by one or more prisoners, one dollar per 
day; for boarding and lodging each prisoner, forty cents a 
day ; when no jail is provided, sixty cents a day ; and when 
jail is insufficient, the sheriff may employ a sufficient guard, 
for which the board of county commissioners shall allow the 
sheriff reasonable compensation; for posting each notice of 
election, five cents and mileage. The allowance for mileage 
provided for in this section, shall be for each mile actually 
and necessarily traveled each way in serving any writ, proc- 
ess, order, or tax warrant : Provided, That no mileage shall 
be taxed or allowed where the distance traveled does not ex- 
ceed one mile : And provided further, That no mileage shall 
be paid or entered up as costs in any case by any officer whose 
duty it shall be to enter said cost on any of the records of the 
county, unless, at the time of making his return, the sheriff 
shall file therewith, as a part of said return, a statement 
showing the place where the writ, order, process or notice 
was served, the distance actually and necessarily traveled in 
executing the same; and if service is required upon more 
than one person, then the return shall also show the distance 
actually and necessarily traveled from the place where the 
first service was made to the place where the second person 
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was served, naming persons and places, and so on for each 
person served, and the distance actually and necessarily trav- 
eled in returning, so that the whole route traveled by the 
sheriff in making service shall clearly appear; and bills for 
posting election notices shall be made out in substantially 
the same manner; and bills for tax warrants returned uncol- 
lected shall not be paid by the commissioners of said county 
until the sheriff of said county shall file with the said bill his 
affidavit that the mileage claimed was actually traveled ; that « 
it was necessary for the said sheriff to travel the said distance 
to ascertain that the person was absent or had removed from 
said county, and that said bill for mileage shall be made out 
in form as the return of mileage in other cases. The mileage 
for the several tax warrants in the sheriff's hands at one time 
shall be earned and computed as near as possible in the same 
manner as for the serving of other writs, as hereinbefore set 
forth, containing two or more names. 

Sec. 9. The probate judge of Dickinson county shall re- Probate judge. 
ceive for his services the following fees : Isstiing letters testa- 
mentary of executor, administrator, or guardian, which shall 
include the filing aud recording of the petition, order of 
hearing, the hearing, the order granting the letters, the issu- 
ing of the letters and a copy of the same, filing, entering and 
approving bond, and the recording of all of said papers, the 
sum of five dollars; filing and entering each paper, other 
than as above, five cants : Provided, That the vouchers re- 
turned with annual or final settlement shall be attached 
thereto, and, with such settlement, filed as one paper; the 
examining of annual or final settlement, and issuing order of 
approval or disapproval of the same; hearing every petition, 
motion, application, proof of claim or demand, and entering 
any order, approval, disapproval or judgment thereon, except 
as herein otherwise provided, fifty cents; entering abstract of 
claim, ten cents; for issuing and filing all papers necessary to 
be issued and filed in cases of alleged lunatic or habitual 
drunkards, holding inquest in said cases and rendering and 
entering judgment thereon, recording all papers necessary in 
said cases, appointing a guardian of said alleged lunatic or 
habitual drunkard, issuing warrant or other necessary papers 
for the confinement of said lunatic or habitual drunkard in 
the asylum or other place, and certified copies of all papers 
necessary to be made in the case, the sum of seven dollars; 
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hearing an application for a release on writ of habeas corpus, 
and making an order, or rendering an order thereon, the sain 
of two dollars; hearing any case for a temporary injunction or 
the appointment of a receiver, the sum of two dollars; swear- 
ing each witness, five cents; takiug and certifying affidavits, 
including the filing and entering, if required, the sum of 
twenty-five cents : Provided, That the said affidavit shall not 
be one of the papers herein mentioned wherein fees have been 
provided for; recording bonds, wills, inventories, settlements, 
report, reports, or other matters required to be recorded and 
not hereinbefore provided for, or copying the same, per folio, 
seven cents; issuing and recording marriage license, to be 
paid for when issued, two dollars. For any other service 
required by law, the same fees as prescribed for the clerk of 
the district court for like services. In addition to the fees 
herein provided, the probate judge shall be entitled to receive 
such fees as are or may be provided by law for services under 
the prohibitory liquor laws, and such other compensation as 
may be allowed by the board of county commissioners : Pro- 
vided, That the amount allowed by the board of county com- 
missioners, together with all the fees earned by the said 
probate judge, shall not exceed the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars in any one year: And provided further, That before 
the said board of county commissioners shall allow anything 
to the said probate judge, he shall present to them an item- 
ized account of all fees that he has received, as well as those 
earned and not received ; said account shall be certified to by 
the eaid probate court and filed in the county clerk's office. 

Sec. 10. The county superintendent of Dickinson county 
shall be allowed by the board of county commissioners of said 
county, as fall compensation for his services as such superin- 
tendent and as a member of the high-school trustees of said 
county, twelve hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 11. The county surveyor of Dickinson county shall 
receive for his services the following fees: For the time ac- 
tually and necessarily employed in making a survey, and in 
going to the place where the same is to be made, and return- 
ing to his office therefrom, four dollars per day ; making out 
report of survey, including any record or plat thereof re- 
quired by law, two dollars; for copy of plat of any survey 
and certificate, two dollars. 

Sec. 12. The coroner of Dickinson county shall receive, 
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for holding an inquest, three dollars per day for each day 
necessarily and actually employed; for all service performed 
by him in holding such inquest, the same fees as justice of 
the peace in criminal cases; for performing the duties of 
sheriff, the same fees as sheriff; and for every mile neces- 
sarily and actually traveled in the discharge of his official 
duty, ten cents. 

Sec. 13 It shall be the duty of the treasurer, county Fees. 
clerk, clerk of the district court, probate judge and register 
of deeds of said county to keep an account of all fees received 
by them, as well as all fees charged by them for which the 
money has not been received, in books to be provided by the 
board of county commissioners for that purpose, showing the 
amounts received, from and for what purpose, and the date 
thereof. They shall, on the first day of the regular session 
of the board of county commissioners in the months of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October of each year, make out, pre- 
sent to and file with said board a detailed and correct statement 
of the amount of fees so received during the preceding quar- 
ter, which report shall be under oath ; and if the said treas- 
urer, county clerk, clerk of the district court, probate judge 
or register of deeds shall fail, knowingly and willingly, to 
enter in such book provided as aforesaid any fees received by 
him, or shall not make a full and correct report thereof to 
the board of county commissioners, as herein provided, such 
treasurer, county clerk, clerk of the district court, probate 
judge or register of deeds so failing shall forfeit his office ; 
and should any register of deeds fail to pay into the county 
treasury that portion of his fees that this act provides shall 
be paid in, for a period of five days from the time said report 
is required to be filed, he shall forfeit his office. And it is 
hereby made the duty of the county treasurer, county clerk, 
clerk of the district court, probate judge and register of 
deeds 'to deliver, on demand, to the board of county commis- 
sioners, the books of their respective office containing the ac- 
count of fees in relation to the same, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the county attorney of said county to enforce such 
forfeiture of said office by a proper proceeding. 

Sec. 14. Said salaries shall be paid out of the county salaries. 
treasury in quarterly installments, upon the order of the 
coutfty commissioners: Provided, That the amount collected 
by the county treasurer and county clerk, as fees,- herein pro- 
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vided, for the preceding quarter, shall first be deducted from 
the quarterly installment. 

Sec. 15. All mileage referred to in this act shall be ten 
cents per mile for each and every mile necessarily traveled, 
excepting where provision is made for actual expenses herein. 

Sec. 16. This act shall be in force from and after its pub- 
lication in the statute book, and after the present term of the 
officers herein named, respectively, shall have expired.

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CHAPTER 95. 

FEES AND SALARIES — CHEROKEE AND CRAWFORD COUN- 
TIES. 

An Act regulating the fees and salaries and prescribing certain duties 
of the county officers of Cherokee and Crawford counties, Kansas, 
and providing penalties for violation of the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The several officers of Cherokee and Craw- 
ford counties named in this section shall receive the follow- 
ing sums as full compensation for their services per annum, 
except as hereinafter provided: Treasurer, twelve hundred 
dollars; sheriff, twelve hundred dollars, and five cents a mile 
for each mile necessarily traveled in the discharge «of his du- 
ties as sheriff of said county, and one dollar a day for board 
while away from home; probate judge, twelve hundred dol- 
lars; county clerk, twelve hundred dollars; register of deeds, 
twelve hundred dollars; county attorney, twelve hundred dol- 
lars, and five cents a mile for each mile necessarily traveled in 
the performance of his duty as said county attorney, and one 
dollar a day for board while away from home; clerk of the 
district court, twelve hundred dollars; superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, nine hundred dollars, and five cents a mile for 
each mile necessarily traveled in the performance of his duty 
as county superintendent of said county; each county com- 
missioner, three hundred dollars. The above salaries shall 
be allowed by county commissioners in monthly installments, 
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by issuing orders on the county treasurer, who shall pay the 
same out of the funds of the county treasurer. 

Sec. 2. Each officer mentioned in the preceding section, Fee9 - 
including couuty surveyor and coroner, shall keep a correct 
itemized account of all fees and mileages received by him by 
virtue of his office, from all sources whatever, in books to be 
provided by the county commissioners, for the purpose of 
showing the amounts received, from whom, for what purpose, 
and the date thereof, and shall, on the first day of the regular 
session of the board of county commissioners in each month, 
make out, present to and file with said board an itemized, de- 
tailed, correct and sworn statement of the amount of fees and 
mileages received by him during the preceding month. All 
fees and mileages received in their official capacity by the 
aforesaid officers, excepting surveyor and coroner, and further 
excepting the mileages and one dollar a day for board when 
away from home allowed the county attorney and sheriff, and 
mileage allowed the county superintendent, or coming into 
their hands by virtue of law, shall be paid over by them to 
the board of county commis3ioners, to be by them conveyed 
into the county treasury, to be credited to the general fund. 
Any officer who shall fail to enter into said book any fees or 
mileage received by him, or who shall not make a full and 
correct report thereof to the board of county commissioners, 
or who shall fail to pay over the amount collected by him to 
the said board, as above prescribed, shall forfeit his office; 
and it is hereby made the duty of the county attorney to en- 
force such forfeiture, and to recover the amount due from 
such officer by propar legal proceedings; and it is hereby 
made the duty of every officer who is by this act required to 
keep an account of fees and mileage received by him to de- 
liver to the board of county commissioners, on demand, the 
book containing the account of fee3 and mileages received by 
him by virtue of his office. 

Sec. 3. If any officer who is required by the preceding 
section to make out, present to and file with the board of 
county commissioners a statement of fees and mileages re- 
ceived by him shall fail to file such statement on the first day 
of the regular session of the board of county commissioners, 
as hereinafter provided, he shall forfeit ten dollars for each 
day he shall willfully fail so to do; such forfeiture to be re- 
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covered as any other action, for the support of the common 
schools of the county. 

Sec. 4. If the board of county commissioners shall audit 
and order to be paid, in monthly or other installments, of the 
compensation salary of any officer who has failed or neglected 
to make the reports required of him by this act, before the 
required report shall have been duly and properly made, 
then each member of said board voting for such allowance 
shall forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars for each case 
thus acted upon by him ; said forfeiture to be recovered for 
the support of the common schools of the county as in other 
cases. 

augment under g EC# 5 # Each officer who is required by this act to make a 
statement, under oath, to the board of county commissioners 
of the fees and mileages received by them shall also, at the 
same time and place, file a like statement of the fees and 
mileages earned in his official capacity and which remains 
unpaid ; and if the board of county commissioners finds that 
any part of the fees and mileages earned in his office and re- 
maining uncollected are in that condition through the negli- 
gence of said, officer, they shall deduct the amount of such 
fees from the monthly salary due such officer, as a penalty 
for his negligence. 

Sec. 6. The last monthly statement of any of the salaries 
herein provided for shall not become due and payable to the 
officer entitled to the same until thirty days after his successor 
shall have entered upon the duties of his office; and any fees 
and mileages that may, during the said thirty days, be found 
uncollected through the negligence of such outgoing officer 
by the board of county commissioners shall be deducted from 
the amount due the said outgoing officer for his last monthly 
payment of salary; and the board shall then issue an order 
on the county treasurer for the amount thus found to be due 
the said outgoing officer. 

The county surveyor shall receive for his services 
the following fees : For the time actually and necessarily em- 
ployed in making a survey, in going to the place where the 
same is made and in returning to his office therefrom, $4 per 
day; for making out report of survey, including any record 
or plat thereof required by law, $2 ; for copy of any plat of 
any survey or certificate, $2. He shall keep his office at the 
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county seat open on every Saturday for the convenience of 
the public, and shall receive therefor from the county the 
sum of $150 per annum. 

Sec. 8. The coroner shall receive for his services such Non- 
compensation as is now provided for by statute. 

Sec. 9. The officers of Cherokee and Crawford counties 
shall, in all cases, charge persons requiring their services the 
full legal fees therefor as established by law. 

Sec. 10. The board of county commissioners may make county commit 

J J sioners. 

additional allowances, not exceeding, for the office of county 
treasurer, eight hundred dollars for deputy hire and two hun- 
dred dollars for additional clerk hire; for the office of county 
clerk, not exceeding seven hundred dollars for clerk hire; 
for the office of register of deeds, not exceeding seven hun- 
dred dollars for clerk hire; for the pffice of the clerk of the 
district court, not exceeding seven hundred dollars for clerk 
hire. If any of the other county officers not named in this 
section require any help in the exercise of their various du- 
ties, they shall make application to the board of county com- 
missioners at the regular monthly meeting, and said board 
may, in their discretion, provide for the payment of such help 
as they may deem necessary for the succeeding month. Such 
help shall be selected by the officer applying therefor, and 
shall be paid out of the general funds of the county, and shall 
receive for their services a compensation of not exceeding $50 
per month. 

Sec. 11. The board of county commissioners of Cherokee Expert. 
and Crawford counties shall have power to appoint an expert 
accountant at any time to audit any and all of the books and 
accounts of their respective counties, and to allow a reasonable 
compensation for the same, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury, on orders of said board of county commissioners : 
Provided, That such compensation shall not exceed three 
hundred dollars in any one year. 

Sec. 12. The board of county commissioners of Cherokee 
and Crawford counties shall meet in regular session at their 
respective county seats on the first Monday of each month ; 
and it is hereby empowered and authorized, at such regular 
sessions, to examine and settle and allow all accounts charged 
against the county, and, when so settled and allowed, it may 
issue county orders therefor as provided by law. 

Sec. 13. This act shall not affect the salaries of county 
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officers of Cherokee and Crawford counties now holding 
office. 

Sec. 14. All acts or parts of acts heretofore passed and 
now in force that conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed in so far only as they conflict with the oper- 
ation of this act. 

Sec. 15. This act sh&ll take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the statute book.

CHAPTER 96. 

FORESTRY STATIONS. 

An Act for the oontinnanoe and maintenance of the forestry ^stations 
of this state, for the encouragement of the planting and growing of 
forest trees, and making appropriations therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. For the purpose of maintaining the state for- 
estry stations established by law at Dodge City and Ogallah, 
and carrying out of the provisions of existing law for the 
growth of forests and timber belts in the state of Kansas, 
there is hereby appropriated out of any money in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894: For salary of commissioner of forestry sta- 
tions for the year ending June 30, 1894, six hundred dollars 
($600); for foreman of station for year ending June 30, 1894, 
six hundred dollars ($600); for the purchase of trees, seeds, 
and cuttings, five hundred dollars ($500), or so much there- 
of as may be necessary ; for labor, hire, help, postage, freight, 
printing and other incidental expenses, two thousand dollars 
($2,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary; for travel- 
ing expenses of commissioner, two hundred dollars ($200), or 
so much thereof as may be necessary. For salary of commis- 
sioner of forestry stations for fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, 
six hundred dollars ($600); for foreman of station for year 
ending June 30, 1895, six hundred dollars ($600); for pur- 
chase of trees, seeds, and cuttings, five hundred dollars ($500), 
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or so much thereof as may be necessary; for labor, help, 
postage, freight, printing and other incidental expenses, for 
year ending June 30, 1895, two thousand dollars ($2,000), or 
so much thereof as may be necessary; for traveling expenses 
of commissioner, two hundred dollars ($200): Providing, 
That the commissioner shall act as foreman of one of the 
stations, and shall receive no extra pay for such services as 
foreman. 

Sec. 2. All bills and accounts of said commissioner of 
forestry shall be made out upon sworn voucher, and approved 
by the executive council, and payable upon the warrant of 
the state auditor. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 97. 

N \^ GAME LAW, 

An Aot for the protection of birds and naming what birds shall not be 
killed, and prescribing punishment for the violation of the provi" 
sions of this aot, and to repeal paragraphs 8195, 8196, 3198, 8199, 
3200, 3201, 8202 and 8203 of the General Statutes of 1889. 

JBe it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or per- g{JjJ nottobe 
sons, at any time to catch, kill, shoot, trap or ensnare any 
partridge, prairie chicken, grouse, quail, pheasant, oriole, 
meadow lark, redbird, mocking bird and bluebird : Provided, 
That no provisions of this act shall apply or interfere with 
persons who may have in their possession or raise for sale 
any birds as' pets, or may at any time catch, kill or entrap 
any of the birds mentioned in this section on his or her own 
premises, controlled by such person for his or her own use. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, company or cannot buy or 
corporation, at any time, to buy, sell or barter within the 
state of Kansas, any bird or birds named in section one of / 
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this act, except the song birds mentioned in section one of 
this act The having in possession, by any person, company 
or corporation, of any birds named is section one of this act, 
except the song birds mentioned in section one of this act 
shall be deemed prima facie evidence of the violation of this 
act. 

Sec. 3. Any person, company or corporation found guilty 
of violation of any of the provisions of this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
before any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be fined in 
a sum not to exceed twenty-five dollars, for each and every 
offense, and costs, together with attorney's fee of ten dollars, 
and shall be committed until such fine, costs, and attorney's 
fee shall be paid. 

Sec. 5. It shall not be necessary to prove on the trial, or 
to state in the complaint, the true or ornithological name of 
the bird caught, killed, shot, trapped, ensnared or had in pos- 
session in violation of this act. 

Sec. 6. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
person who shall catch or kill any wild bird or birds, for the 
sole purpose of preserving them as specimens for scientific 
purposes: Provided, That in a prosecution for a violation of 
any of the provisions of this act, it shall not be necessary for 
the prosecution to set up or prove that the killing, catching, 
or having in possession of any wild bird was not done for 
scientific purposes. 

Sec. 7. That chapter forty-five (45) of the General Stat- 
utes of 1889, relating to game, being paragraphs 3195, 3196, 
3198, 3199, 3200, 3201, 3202, and 3203 thereof, and all acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect on and after its publica- 
tion in the statute book.

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CHAPTER 98. 

CREATING GA.RFIELD TOWNSHIP. 

An Act creating the township of Garfield, of Finney county, Kansas, 
and providing foi the government of said township and making 
provisions therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the territory hereinafter mentioned, and 
formerly known as Garfield county, Kansas, is hereby made 
a municipal township of Finney county, Kansas, to be known 
as Garfield township, and is hereby attached to Finney 
-county, Kansas, for judicial purposes, until the further pro- 
vision for said territory by the legislature of this state, said 
territory being described as follows, to wit: Commencing 
where the north line of township twenty-one south intersects 
the east line of range twenty-seven west ; thence south along 
range line to its intersection with the north line of township 
twenty-four south ; thence west along township line to where 
it intersects the east line of range thirty-one west; thence 
north along range line to where it intersects the north line of 

township twenty-one south ; thence east to the place of begin- 
ning. 

Sec. 2. The territory embraced in the foregoing section indebtedness. 
-shall in nowise become liable for any of the indebtedness 
heretofore created by Finney county, Kansas. 

Sec. 3. Finney county shall in nowise become liable for 
the indebtedness heretofore created by the organization known 
•as Garfield county, Kansas. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty, upon the taking effect Denver records. 
of this act, of the persons claiming to be and acting as offi- 
cers of what was known as Garfield county, Kansas, and of 
the organizations known as townships of said Garfield county, 
Kansas, to deliver over and unto the county clerk of Finney 
county, Kansas, all records, books and papers in their custody 
as such officers, to be, by said county clerk, delivered to the 
proper officers having custody of similar records in Fin- 
ney county, Kansas; and it shall be the duty of the county 
treasurer of what is known as Garfield county, Kansas, and 
the various township treasurers of the various organizations 
tknown as townships of said Garfield county, Kansas, to from 
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and immediately upon the taking effect of this act to deliver 
over unto the treasurer of Finney county, Kansas, all the 
funds in their respective hands as such officers; and it shall 
be the duty of the treasurer of Finney county, Kansas, upon 
the selection of township officers of the township of Garfield 
herein created, to deliver back to such officers said township 
funds. 

Sec. 5. The school districts formerly created under the 
organization known as Garfield county, Kansas, are hereby 
made school districts of Finney county, Kansas, and the offi- 
cers heretofore selected are hereby continued in office until 
the next election for such officers, and it shall be the duty of 
the county superintendent of Finney county, Kansas, to re* 
number said districts and to certify such numbers to the 
proper officer. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 99. 

DEBTS PAID IN LEGAL TENDER MONEY. 

An Act to presoribe the mode of payment of all obligations of debt 

to be paid in money. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this act,, 
all obligations of debt, judgments, or executions, stated in 
terms of dollars, and to be paid in money, if not discharge- 
able in United States legal-tender notes, shall be payable in 
either the standard silver or gold coins authorized by the 
congress of the United States, all stipulations in the contract 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 100. 

SHIPPERS OF GRAIN. 
An Aot for the proteotion of shippers of grain, seeds, and hay. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That each and every railway company oper- scales. 
ating a railway wholly or partly within this state shall, on 
or before the first day of July, A. D. 1893, construct and 
provide, and thereafter keep and maintain in good order, a 
track or car scale of sufficient capacity and suitable for weigh- 
ing grain in car-load lots and in the car, at each and every 
town or station upon its line of railway, or the line of rail- 
way operated by it, from which the aggregate of grain ship- 
ments on all railways shall be one hundred cars or more of 
grain and seeds during the year 1892. 

Sec. 2. Any town or station, not now entitled to track 
scales under this act, but from which there shall hereafter be 
shipped in any calendar year one hundred cars or more of 
grain, seeds or hay, shall be entitled to the benefits of this 
act; and any railway company operating a railway upon 
which such town or station is located, shall construct, provide, 
keep and maintain a track or car scale at such town or sta- 
tion, as provided by section one, within six months after the 
expiration of such calendar year: Provided , however , That 
any railway company may elect to accept the weights of any 
public weigher, or the weights of the shipper, and shall have 
the right to demand that the weights of such shipper shall 
be verified by affidavit. And in case they so elect, shall not 
be required to put in scales, and shall not be liable to the 
penalties prescribed in this act for failure to put in scales. 

Sec. 3. At stations not entitled to car scales, by the pro- 
visions of this act, it shall be the duty of such railway com- 
pany to weigh, at one of the stations nearest to such station 
having no such scales, and such cars before and after loading, 
and to give to such shipper a like receipt as provided in section 
six (6) of this act : Provided, That such weighing before load- 
ing may be on one side of the point of shipment, and after 
loading on the other side of the point of shipment. 
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Sec. 4. Each railway company operating a railway at any 
station or town in this state entitled to track scales under this 
act shall correctly weigh all cars, immediately before and 
immediately after being loaded with grain, seeds, or hay, 
said cars to be detached from engine and other cars when 
weighed, and such weighing to be done in the presence of the 
shipper of such grain or seed, if so demanded by him. 

Sec. 5. Such railway company shall be entitled to collect 
and receive from the person shipping such grain, seed or hay, 
the sum of twenty-five (25) cents for each car of such grain or 
seed so weighed, as compensation for such weighing. 

Sec. 6. Each railway company, operating a railway wholly 
or partly within the state, shall be required to give to any 
person delivering grain, seed or hay in bulk or in sacks to 
such company, for transportation, at any station entitled to 
track scales under this act, a bill of lading, in duplicate, which 
bill of lading shall state the exact number of bushels or pounds 
of grain, seed or hay so delivered to such railway company, 
by whom delivered and to whom consigned ; and thereafter 
such railway company shall be responsible to the consignee 
named in said bill of lading, or to his heirs or assigns, for the 
full amount of such grain, seed or hay so delivered to such 
railway company, until it shall show that it has delivered the 
whole amount of such grain, seed or hay to such consignee or 
to his heirs or assigns : Provided, however. That if the shortage 
on any car of grain, seed or hay shall not exceed one-fourth 
of one per cent, of the amount of grain, seed or hay put in the 
car, then the railway company shall be deemed to have deliv- 
ered the whole amount of grain, seed or hay in the car. And 
in any action hereafter brought against any railway company, 
for or on account of any failure or neglect to deliver any such 
grain, seed or hay to the consignee, or his heirs or assigns, 
either duplicate of such bill of lading shall be conclusive 
proof of the amount of such grain, seed or hay so received by 
such railway company. 

Sec. 7. No defense to an action for the recovery of such 
loss or shortage on grain, seeds or hay so weighed, by reason 
of the same having occurred on the line of some other com- 
pany, to which it may have been transferred or which may 
have received it for shipment, shall be admitted to be made 
unless all the facts and circumstances of such loss or shortage 
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so occurring on such other line shall be fully set forth in 
written pleadings filed by the shipping company, and affirm- 
atively and fully proved by it. 

Sec. 8. Any railway company failing, neglecting or refus- 
ing to provide and maintain track scales, as required by sec- 
tion 1 of this act, shall state, in its bills of lading given for 
grain or seed delivered to it for transportation at any station 
or town entitled to track scales under the provisions of this 
act, the number of bushels or pounds of such grain, seed, or 
hay, and as stated by the person or persons delivering such 
grain, seed or hay to such railway company, and the amount 
so stated shall be conclusive and binding upon such railway 
oompany, as provided in section 6 of this act: Provided, how- 
ever, That the person so delivering such grain, seed or hay to 
such railway company shall, if required by the railway com- 
pany, make an affidavit that the amount of such grain, seed or 
hay as stated by him is true and correct. 

Sec. 9. Any railway company neglecting for six months Neglect 
after the taking effect of this act to put in the car scales, here- 
tofore provided for, shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) per day for each station at which such neg- 
lect occurs, until the same is put in, as herein provided. 

Sec. 10. Any railway company neglecting or refusing to Damages. 
give any person entitled thereto a bill of lading, as required 
by either sections 6 or 8 of this act, shall be liable to a fine 
of one hundred dollars ($100) for each and every refusal, 
to be recovered in an action brought in the name of the 
state, in any court of competent jurisdiction, and shall also 
be liable to the party injured by such refusal for all dam- 
ages sustained thereby, together with a reasonable attorney's 
fee, to be recovered by an action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction; and in all cases in which judgment shall be 
rendered against a railway company for loss or shortage on 
grain, seed or hay shipped, the magistrate or court shall also 
render judgment for a reasonable attorney's fee for the plain- 
tiff's attorney : Provided, That such attorney's fee shall not 
be allowed unless written demand be made upon the agent of 
the statiqp at which grain was shipped for payment of such loss 
or shortage thirty (30) days before the beginning of such suit. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the statute book.

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CHAPTER 101. 

MUTUAL LIFE-INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

An Aot to amend section 8480 of the General Statutes of 1889, relating 

to mutual life-insurance companies. 

Be U enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That section 3480 of the General Statutes of 
1889 be amended so as to read as follows: Section 3480. 
This act shall apply to all associations or corporations now or 
hereafter organized in this state or admitted into this state to 
transact any life or accident business on the assessment plan : 
Provided, This act shall not apply to any association of relig- 
ious or secret societies now existing or under the supervision 
of a grand or supreme lodge, nor to any class of mechanics, 
express, telegraph or railroad employes formed for the mutual 
benefit of the members thereof and their families, exclusively, 
nor to the Scandinavian Mutual Aid Association of Gales- 
burg. 

Sec 2. This act shall be in force and effect from and after 
its publication in the statute book.

CHAPTER 102. 

VALUED-POLICY LAW. 

An Aot defining the liability of fire-insurance companies in certain 

cases. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Whenever any policy of insurance shall be 
written to insure any real property in this state against loss 
by fire, tornado, or lightning, and the property insured shall 
be wholly destroyed, without criminal fault on the part of 
the insured or his assigns, the amount of the insurance writ- 
ten in such policy shall be taken conclusively to be the true 
value of the property insured, and the true amount of loss 
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and measure of damages: Provided, That any insurance 
company may set up fraud in obtaining the policy as a de- 
fense to a suit thereon. 

Sec. 2. This act shall apply to all policies of insurance 
hereafter made or written upon real property in this state, 
and also to the renewal which shall hereafter be made, of all 
policies heretofore written in this state, and the contracts 
made by such policies and renewals shall be construed to be 
contracts made under the laws of this state. 

Sec. 3. The court, upon rendering judgment against an 
insurance company upon any such policy of insurance, shall 
allow the plaintiff a reasonable sum as attorney's fee, to be 
taxed as part of the costs. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in full force and effect after its 
publication in the official state paper.

JUSTICES OP THE PEACE IN KANSAS CITY, KAS. 

An Aot providing for the justices of the peaoe in Kansas City township, 
in Wyandotte county, to be elected for certain districts, and have 
their residence, office and courts therein. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That Kansas City township, in Wyandotte Districts. 
county, is, for the purpose hereinafter specified, divided into 
three districts. The first shall be composed of the first and 
second wards ; the second, of the third and fourth wards ; the 
third, of the fifth and sixth wards, of the city of Kansas City, 
as the same are now established. 

Sec. 2. Each of the above-described districts shall be en- Duties 
titled to one justice of the peace, who shall be a resident 
thereof and elected therefor, and who shall hold his office and 
courts in the district for which he is elected, and shall have 
and exercise all the powers and perform all the duties pre- 
scribed by law in relation to other justices of the peace ; and 
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whenever any such justice shall remove his residence, office or 
place of holding his court out of the district in said town- 
ship for which he was elected or appointed, he shall be 
deemed to have vacated his office, and such vacancy shall be 
filled as is provided by law for filling such vacancy in other 
cases. 

Sec. 3. Justices of the peace, as herein provided for, shall 
be elected at the same time, for the same term and in the 
same manner as heretofore, except as in the preceding section 
expressly provided.

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CHAPTER 104. 

LEVEES. 
An Aot to provide for the construction and maintenance of levees. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the board of county commissioners of 
any county in which it is proposed to construct a levee, shall 
have the power to cause to be located, established and con- 
structed a levee or levees, as herein provided, whenever such 
board may deem the construction of such levee a benefit to 
or will promote the public health, convenience or welfare. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a petition is presented to the board of 
county commissioners of the county in which a levee is pro- 
posed to be constructed, signed by one or more of the owners 
on which such levee or any portion of it is proposed to be 
constructed, or which will be benefited by the construction of 
such levee, specifying substantially the place of beginning, the 
general course and termination of such levee, accompanied by 
a bond with surety approved by the clerk of such board, pay- 
able to the state of Kansas, conditioned that the petitioners 
will pay all costs and expenses accruing in the proceedings, 
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in case such levee be not finally located and allowed, the 
board of county commissioners shall fix a day for a view, 
and one of the petitioners, to be designated by said board, 
shall cause the owners of all lands on which it is proposed to 
locate such levee, or their agents, representatives, or guard- 
ians, if resident of the county, to be notified in writing of 
the time and place such view will be made, at least six days 
before such view. If the owner of any such land is not a 
resident of the county, or has no agent, representative or 
guardian resident therein, then notice shall be given such 
non-resident owner by publication for at least one week in 
some newspaper published in said county. The members of viewers. 
the board of county commissioners shall constitute the view- 
ers, or such board may appoint not exceeding three disinter- 
ested householders of such county to make such view. The 
view shall be fixed for not exceeding twenty days after such 
order. 

Sec. 3. The county clerk shall notify the county surveyor Failure to meet 
of the time and place fixed for such view, and the surveyor 
shall attend and assist in the view. In case of a failure to 
meet on the day fixed, such viewers may meet on any one of 
the next succeeding five days without further notice; and if it 
be ascertained that notice has not been given to all of the per- 
sons as herein required, such viewers may adjourn to a time 
not exceeding twenty days, and in the meantime notice shall 
be given to the person or persons not theretofore notified of 
the time to which such viewers adjourn. No notice shall 
be required to be given to any person who is a petitioner or 
who is present at such view in person or by agent or guardian. 

Sec. 4. The viewers, or a majority of them, shall meet at viewers meet. 
the time and place designated, and proceed to view, locate and 
lay out the proposed levee, determine the height and dimen- 
sions thereof, and make an estimate of the cost thereof on or 
along each division of land of the several owners. They shall 
mark and determine the boundaries of the land to be taken in Damages to land. 
the construction of such levee, determine the amount of dam- 
age each owner of land claiming damages is entitled to. In 
determining the damages to be allowed, the benefit such levee 
will be to the remaining part of the land of such owner shall 
be taken into consideration. The decision of the viewers as 
to damages and benefits shall be deemed the decision of the 
board of county commissioners, and an appeal may be taken 
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therefrom to the district court, in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by law for appeals from the board of county commis- 
sioners in other matters. If on such appeal the appellant 
recover no greater amount than is allowed him by the viewers, 
he shall be adjudged to pay all costs: Provided, That the 
payment of said damages shall be secured by the giving and 
filing with the county clerk of an undertaking to that effect, 
with sureties to the acceptance and approval of the county 
clerk. Said bond to be approved and filed before the con- 
struction of the levee is begun, 
surrtyor. g EC# 5 # i>he surveyor shall make out and file with the 

county clerk, within five days after the completion of said 
view, a certified return of such survey, showing the dimen- 
sions and boundaries of the land to be taken for such levee, 
together with a map of the lands which in the opinion of the 
viewers will be directly benefited by such levee, and said 
viewers shall file with the clerk a report signed by them, 
showing their proceedings upon such view, the several 
amounts of damages and to whom allowed, designating the 
several tracts of land that will be benefited by the construc- 
tion of said levee, and the proportion of benefit to each of 
said tracts of land, the length and amount of levee to be con- 
structed on each tract of land and the estimated expense and 
cost thereof, and if any public highway or railroad is bene- 
fited thereby, the amount apportioned to such highway or 
railroad. 

Sec. 6. If the report of the viewers is unfavorable, no 
further proceedings shall be had under the petition. If such 
report be favorable, the board of county commissioners shall, 
within ten days after the report and survey have been filed, 
consider such report, and if it finds that the cost thereof will 
not be too burdensome upon the persons to be directly bene- 
fited, the board shall make an order establishing such levee, 
and cause it to be constructed at the expense of the parties to 
be directly benefited thereby. • 

Sec. 7. As soon as practicable after ordering said levee 
constructed, the county board shall employ some competent 
person who shall determine the width, height, grade and other 
requisites of such levee, and shall, by written specification 
and suitable markings on the line of said levee, indicate 
plainly the grade, height, filling, ditches, water gates and 
other work to be done in constructing such levee, and shall 
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estimate the respective amounts of grading, ditching, water 
gates and other work to be done in its construction, and shall 
file such specifications and estimates with the clerk. 

Sec. 8. That as soon as such specifications and estimates ^ oeaildbid " 
have been filed with the clerk, the county board shall let the 
construction of such levee to the lowest responsible bidder, 
having first given two weeks' notice of the time and place 
that bids will be received, by publication in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said county. The levee to be constructed shall be 
divided into sections of not more than twenty rods each, and 
the construction of each section let as aforesaid : Provided, 
That the owner of any land over or on which such levee is 
to be constructed, or other person directly interested therein, 
may construct the same upon such land according to the 
specifications within a time to be fixed by the board, and 
shall, upon completion thereof, be released from liability of 
assessment or taxes for the construction of such levee, except 
his proportion of the expense and cost of view, survey, and 
the work of the person making the specifications and mark- 
ing the work necessary to be done. The board may make 
arrangements with such owners, or other persons directly in- 
terested, to construct such portion of such levee without first 
advertising for bids; 

Sec. 9. The county board shall enter into a contract with contract. 
the successful bidder for the work necessary to be done in 
constructing said levee, putting in water gates, and all things 
necessary to be done in and about the construction of such 
levee, but neither the county, nor the county board, shall be 
liable under such contract until the money assessed for the 
construction of such levee has been collected and paid into 
the county treasury, as herein provided. 

Sec. 10. As soon as such contracts are made, the county 
board shall determine the entire cost and expense of con- 
structing such levee, including water gates and all other nec- 
essary things thereto, including all proceedings had under 
this act, as well as the damages allowed to the land owners, 
and the county clerk shall apportion the same to and between 
the several tracts of lands, railroads and highways to be di- 
rectly benefited by such levee, in proportion to the sums 
reported by the viewers as the basis of benefit to each respect- 
ively, and shall place the same on the tax roll of the county 
opposite the description of such tracts and such railroad com- 
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panies respectively! and the same shall be a lien thereon, and 
collected with and as other taxes are collected against sach 
lands and railroads, and shall be subject to the same rebate, 
penalties, costs, interest and sales as taxes generally. The 
amounts apportioned to highways shall be paid oat of the 
road taxes collected by the county treasurer for the township 
or townships in which such levee is situated. If a surplus 
shall arise from the moneys so collected over and above the 
amounts necessary to pay all the costs and expenses of view, 
survey, marking, and the pay for the building and construc- 
tion of such levee, such surplus shall be held and applied 
from time to time, when necessary, to keeping such levee in 
repair. The board may from time to time make such addi- 
tional apportionment and levy of taxes on said tracts of land, 
railroads and highways as may be sufficient to make up any 
deficiency that may be caused by the assessment and collec- 
tion herein provided for not being adequate to fully pay all 
the costs and expenses aud for the construction of such levee, 
and may, in like manner, annually, raise such an amount as 
in its judgment will keep such levee in repair. The moneys 
collected under this act shall be paid out on the order of such 
board. 

Boad overseen* Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of each road overseer through 
or into whose district such levee is constructed to note any 
break or leak in such levee or damage thereto, and immedi- 
ately notify the owner of the land on which such break, leak, 
or damage is situated, and report the same to the county 
board. The owner of such land may at once repair the 
same, and immediately report his determination so to do to 
such road overseer. If he neglect to do so in five days from 
time he is notified, or if the county board or such road over- 
seer deems an emergency exists for such repair, the board or 
such road overseer shall cause such repair to be made imme- 
diately without notice. If the repair of such levee be made 
by such owner, then no tax shall be levied therefor. 

compeneatfcm. Sec. 12. The surveyor, viewers and persons assisting shall 
receive for their services the same compensation as are allowed 
by law for similar services in laying out and viewing public 
roads. 

Sec. 13. Any person who shall willfully cut, break, dam- 
age, or make a leak in such levee, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine not' 
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exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Sec. 14. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

That the political disabilities imposed by sec- 
tion two (2) of article five (5) of the constitution of the state 
of Kansas, as amended November fifth (5th), eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-seven (1867), on the following-named persons, 
to wit: William R. Love, of Center township, Reno county, 
Kansas; James L. Montgomery, Meade county, Kansas; 
James H. Irwine, John H. Lindsey, of Hamilton county,

The board of police commissioners, or if there 
be no police commissioners, then by the mayor and council of 
each city of the first class, shall appoint a police matron for 
such city, and define her duties, and fix her compensation, not 
exceeding six hundred dollars per annum. 
Memberofpoiice Sec. 2. Such police matron, when so appointed by the 
board of police commissioners, or by mayor and city council, 
shall be a member of the police force; shall have all of the 
authority now delegated to a police officer, and shall be subject 
to such rules and regulations as the board of police commis- 
sioners or mayor and city council shall prescribe; shall be 
subject to removal for cause. 
Dntiea. Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of such police matron, so long 

as any woman is detained and under arrest at a police station, 
to remain at such station for duty; she shall have the entire 
charge and care of all women so arrested and detained, and 
shall be the jailer in charge of the female department of the 
police station. She shall have authority to summon to her 
aid any policeman, and shall provide suitable accommodations 
for all women committed to her keeping.

The board of education of Kansas City, Kan- 
sas, shall be and the same is hereby authorized to estimate 
and appropriate from the fund levied for the support and 
maintenance of the public schools of Kansas City, Kansas, 
an amount not exceeding one-half mill* on each dollar of the 
taxable property of said Kansas City, Kansas, for the sup- 
port and maintenance of a public library, to be controlled by 
said board of education of Kansas City, Kansas.

PUBLIC PARK AT NEOSHO FALLS. 

An Aot to authorize and empower the city of Neosho Falls, in Wood- 
son county, to purchase and hold a pnblio park and grounds for 
the nse and benefit of the inhabitants thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the city of Neosho Falls, in the county 
of Woodson, be and it is hereby authorized and empowered 
to purchase and hold, for the use and benefit of the inhabitants 
thereof, the park and tract of land in and adjacent thereto 
known as "The Neosho Valley District Fair Grounds," and 
which, when so purchased, shall be known as " River Side," 
at a cost not to exceed twenty-five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. That in order to pay any expenditure for the pur- issue bonds, 
pose contemplated by this act, said city may use any of the 
general revenue of such city; or may issue the bonds of said 
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city, at a rate of interest not to exceed six per cent, per an- 
num, which said bonds so issued shall be of a denomination 
of $100.00 each, with coupons attached for semi-annual in- 
terest thereon, payable as follows : One bond each year after 
the issuance thereof until ten of said bonds shall have been 
paid, and two bonds each year thereafter until all of said 
bonds so issued shall have been paid : Provided, That no 
bonds shall be issued by said city for such purpose unless 
two-thirds of the votes cast at any election called for that 
purpose shall authorize the same. 
t*xi«tj. gj^ g^ That in case said city shall issue any bonds for the 

purpose contemplated in this act, the mayor and council 
thereof shall annually levy a tax sufficient to pay the interest 
thereon, and each of said bonds so issued as the same shall 
become due. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 109. 

BALE AND REDEMPTION OF REAL ESTATE. 

An Act to regulate the sale of real estate under execution, order of sale, 
or other judicial process, and providing for the redemption of such 
real estate from sale, and the terms thereof, and repealing sections 
4560, 4551, 4552, 4556 and 4557 of the General Statutes of 1889. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Deed. Section 1. After sale by the sheriff of any real estate on 

execution, special execution, or order of sale, he shall, if the 
real estate sold by him is not subject to redemption, at once 
execute a deed therefor to the purchaser; but if the same is 
subject to redemption, he shall execute to the purchaser a cer- 
tificate containing a description of the property and the 
amount of money paid by such purchaser, together with the 
amount of the costs up to said date, stating that unless re- 
demption is made within eighteen months thereafter accord- 
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ing to law, that the purchaser or his heirs or assigns will be 
entitled to a deed to the same : Provided, That any contract 
in any mortgage or deed of trust waiving the right of re- 
demption shall be null and void. 

Sec. 2. The defendant owner may redeem any real prop- owner may**- 

UvvUlf 

erty sold under execution, special execution, or order of sale, 
at the amount sold for, together with interest, costs, and 
taxes, as provided for in this act, at any time within eighteen 
months from the day of sale as herein provided, and shall in 
the meantime be entitled to the possession of the property ; 
but where the court or judge shall find that the lands and 
tenements have been abandoned, or are not occupied in good 
faith, the period of redemption for defendant owner shall be 
six months from the date of sale, and all junior lien holders 
shall be entitled to three months to redeem after the expira- 
tion of said six months. 

Sec. 3. For the first twelve months after such sale, the B*«mpM*n- 
right of the defendant owner to redeem is exclusive; but if 
no redemption is made by the defendant owner at the end of 
that time, any creditor of the defendant and "owner whose de- 
mand is a lien upon such real estate may redeem the same at 
any time within fifteen months from the date of sale. A me- 
chanic's lien, before decree enforcing the same, shall not be 
deemed such a lien as to entitle the holder to redeem. 

Sec. 4. Any creditor whose claim becomes a lien prior creditor. 
to the expiration of the time allowed by law for the re- 
demption of creditors may redeem. A mortgagee may re- 
deem upon the terms hereinafter prescribed, before or after 
the debt secured by the mortgage falls due. 

Sec. 5. Creditors having the right of redemption may re- 
deem from each other within the time heretofore prescribed, 
and in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 6. The terms of redemption shall be in all cases, the costs paid in inn. 
reimbursement of the amount paid by the then holder of the 
certificate of purchase added to the amount of his own lien, 
with interest per annum, together with costs, subject to the 
exemption contained in the next section. But where a mort- 
gage or other lien holder, as provided for in this act, whose 
claim is not yet due, is the person from whom redemption is 
to be made, he shall receive in payment the full amount paid 
by him as stated, in his certificate of redemption, with inter- 
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est, together with the actual amount of his claim at the date 
of redemption. 

Sec. 7. When a senior creditor redeems from a junior, the 
senior creditor shall only be required to pay the amouut of 
those liens which are paramount to his own, and with interest 
and costs appertaining to the same. 

Sec. 8. A junior creditor may prevent redemption by the 
senior creditor or the holder of the paramount lien by paying 
off the lieu, or depositing with the clerk of the district court 
beforehand the amount necessary to remove said lien. 

Sec. 9. A junior judgment creditor or lien holder may re- 
deem from a senior judgment creditor or lien holder by pay- 
ing to the party himself or to the clerk of the district court 
the full sum due said senior creditor or lien holder with in- 
terest and costs, and shall become thereby vested with full 
title to the judgment so redeemed from and to all liens of 
such judgment. 

Sec. 10. After the expiration of fifteen months from the 
day of sale, the creditors can no longer redeem from each 
other, but the defendant owner may still redeem at any time 
before the end of the eighteen months, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 11. If the defendant or holder of the legal title fails 
to redeem as herein provided, the purchaser or the creditor 
who has last redeemed prior to the expiration of the fifteen 
months aforesaid will hold the property absolutely. 

Sec. 12. In case it is thus held by a redeeming creditor, 
his lien and the claim out of which it arose will be held to 
be extinguished, unless he pursue the course pointed out in 
the next section. 

Sec. 13. If he is unwilling to hold the property and credit 
the defendant owner therefor with the full amount of his lien, . 
be must, within ten days after the fifteen months aforesaid, 
file with the clerk of the district court a statement of the 
amount that he is willing to credit on his claim, and in or- 
der to redeem said real estate, the defendant shall only be 
bound to pay the amount so stated. 

Sec. 14. The mode of redemption as herein provided is 
by paying the money into the office of the clerk of the dis- 

 

trict court for the use of the persons thereunto entitled. The 
person so redeeming, if not the defendant owner in execution 
or order of sale, must also file his affidavit or that of his agent 
or attorney, stating as nearly as practicable the amount still 
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unpaid and due on bis own claim. The clerk shall give him 
a receipt for the money, stating the purpose for which it is 
paid. He must also enter the same upon a book kept for 
that purpose, with a minute of such redemption, the amount 
paid, and the amount of the lien of the last redemption or 
as sworn to by him. 

Sec. 15. The last creditor who redeems prior to the fif- La8t creditor - 
teen months shall be entitled to receive an assignment of the 
certificate of purchase issued by the sheriff, as hereinbefore 
directed. 

Sec. 1 6. Whenever the property has been sold in parcels, 
any distinct portion thereof may be redeemed by itself, and 
if creditors other than the original purchaser have redeemed, 
the amount of their claim shall be added to each parcel pro 
rata in proportion to the amount for which the same was 
originally sold. 

Sec. 17. When the interests of several tenants in common several tenants. 
have been sold on execution, the undivided portion of any or 
either of them may be redeemed separately. 

Sec. 18. The rights of the defendant \owner in relation to Rights of de- 

° fendant. 

redemption may be assigned or transferred, and the purchaser 
or assignee thereof shall have the same right of redemption as 
the defendant owner; but the right of redemption shall not be 
subject to levy or sale on execution. 

Sec. 19. The holder of the legal title at the time of issu- 
ance of execution or order of sale shall have the same right of 
redemption upon the same terms and conditions as the defend- 
ant in execution, aud also shall be entitled to the possession 
of the property the same as the defendant in execution, as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 20. If the defendant in execution or order of sale, or Defendant. 
his assigns, or the owner of said-legal title, fail to redeem, the 
sheriff must, at the end of the redemption period herein pro- 
vided, execute a deed to the person who is entitled to the cer- 
tificate of purchase as hereinbefore provided, or his assignee. 
If the person entitled to a deed be dead, the deed shall be 
made to his heirs; but the property will be subject to all liens 
or to the payment of the debts of the deceased, in the same 
manner as if acquired during his lifetime. 

Sec. 21. The purchaser of real estate at sale on execution purchaser. 
or order of sale or special execution must place evidence of 
his purchase upon record within six months after the expira- 
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Hon of full time of redemption ; up to that time the publicity 
of the proceedings is constructive notice of the rights of the 
purchaser, but no longer. 

Sec. 22. The purchaser or party entitled to a deed under 
sale, as hereinbefore provided, may, after the deed is made to 
him by the sheriff, recover damages for any injury or waste 
permitted upon the property purchased after the sale and be- 
fore possession is delivered under the conveyance. 

Sec. 23. Real estate once sold upon order of sale, special 
execution or general execution shall not again be liable for 
sale for any balance due upon the judgment or decree under 
which the same is sold, or any judgment or lien inferior 
thereto, and under which the holder of such lien had a right 
to redeem within the fifteen months hereinbefore provided for. 

Sec. 24. The holder of the certificate of purchase shall be 
entitled to prevent any waste or destruction of the premises 
purchased, and for that purpose the court, on proper show- 
ing, may issue an injunction; or, when required to protect 
said premises against waste, appoint and place in charge 
thereof a receiver, who shall hold said premises until such 
time as the purchaser is entitled to a deed, and shall be enti- 
tled to rent, control and manage the same, but the income 
during said time, except what is necessary to keep up repairs 
and prevent waste, shall go to the owner or defendant in exe- 
cution, or the owner of its legal title. 

Sec. 25. The provisions of this act shall apply to all sales 
under foreclosure of mortgage, trust deed, mechanic's lien, or 
other lien, whether special or general, and the terms of re- 
demption shall be the same. 

Sec. 26. The sheriff shall at once make a return of all 
sales made under this act to the court ; and the court, if it 
finds the proceedings regular and in conformity with law and 
equity, shall confirm the same and direct that the clerk make 
an entry upon the journal that the court finds that the sale 
has in all respects been made in conformity to law, and order 
that the sheriff make to the purchaser the certificate of sale 
or deed provided for in section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 27. In any case, where the property is bid in by or 
for the prior creditor, the sheriff shall receive his fees for the 
sale, but shall not be entitled to charge any commission on 
said sale ; and no stenographer's fee shall hereafter be taxed 
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in any foreclosure suit, except in cases where a stenographer 
is actually employed. 

Sec. 28. Sections 4550, 4551, 4552, 4556 and 4557 of 
the General Statutes of 1889, and all acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 29. This act shall take effect and be in full force after 
its passage and publication in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 110. 

TAXATION AND REDEMPTION. 

An Aot relating to taxation and redemption, and amendatory of sec- 
tions 6940, 6976, 6981, 6987, 6988 and 6996 of the General Statutes 
of 1889. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That section 6940 of the General Statutes of *»* <**•. 
1889 be amended so as to read as follows: Section 6940. 
That any person charged with taxes on the tax books in the 
hands of the county treasurer may, at his option, pay the full 
amount thereof on or before the twentieth day of December 
of each year, or the one-half thereof on or before the twen- 
tieth day of December, and the remaining one-half thereof on 
or before the twentieth day of June next ensuing; and if any 
of the said first half of said taxes remain unpaid after the 
twentieth day of December, the whole amount of tax charged . 
against such person failing to pay the first half of the tax as 
herein provided shall be collected as provided by law; and 
all taxes due and unpaid on the twenty-first day of December penalty, 
of each year shall be subject to have added thereto a penalty 
of five per cent. ; and all taxes of the preceding year which 
remain due and unpaid on the twentieth day of June of each 
year shall be subject to have added thereto an additional 
penalty of five per cent. ; Provided, That if any person shall Eebate. 
pay the full amount of his taxes on or before the twentieth 
day of December of each year, he shall, by the treasurer, on 

—13 
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his tax receipt be allowed a rebate of five per cent, on that 
portion becoming due on the twentieth day of June; and the 
county olerk of each county, on the twenty-first day of De- 
cember and June, or as soon thereafter as practicable (Pro- 
vided, In no case shall it be later than January and July 1 
thereafter), in each year, shall place on the tax rolls of his 
county, in a separate column and opposite to each description 
of property upon which the taxes then remain due and un- 
paid, the amount of the penalty thereon, to be added to such 
taxes as hereinbefore provided, and he shall charge the amount 
of such penalty to the county treasurer : Provided, All pen- 
alties shall be credited to the county fund and all rebates 
charged to the same fund. 

Sec. 2. That section 6976 of the General Statutes of 1889 
be amended so as to read as follows: Section 6976. Any 
owner, his agent or attorney, may at any time within three 
years from the day of the sale, and at any time before the 
execution of the deed, redeem any land or town lot or any 
part thereof or interest thereon, by paying to the treasurer 
of the county where such land was sold, for the use of the 
purchaser, his heirs and assigns, the amount for which said 
land was sold, and all subsequent taxes and charges thereon 
paid by the purchaser or his assigns in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, or such proportion thereof as the part 

interest. or interest redeemed shall amount to, with interest at the rate 

of fifteen per cent, per annum on the amount of the purchase 
money of sale, and the same rate on all subsequent taxes paid 
thereon, and indorsed on the certificate of sale, as hereinbefore 
provided, from the date of payment of same. 

Minora or idiots. s EC# 3. That section 6981 of the General Statutes of 1889 
be amended so as to read as follows: Section 6981. In order 
to make redemption of lands of minors, idiots, or insane per- 
sons, after the execution of a tax deed, some person or persons 
in his behalf shall pay to the county treasurer the sum for 
which such lands were sold and the cost of the tax deed and 
the recording of the same, with interest thereon at the date of 
such sale to the date of the deed at the rate of fifteen per cent, 
per annum, and interest from date of deed to date of redemp- 
tion at the rate of ten per cent, per annum, and other taxes, 
costs and charges which shall remain unpaid on such lands at 
the time of making such redemptions, assessed thereon sub- 
sequent to the date of the assessment of the taxes for which 
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the same was sold, and all other taxes assessed subsequent to 
the date aforesaid which shall have been paid by the person 
to whom said lands were sold, or any other person claiming 
under him, with interest thereon at the rate of ten per cent, interest. 
per annum from the date of such payment, which can be 
ascertained from the books and records in the office of such 
treasurer. And for all moneys so paid the treasurer shall 
give a certificate of redemption to the person making such 
payment, from the time of making the redemption herein- 
before mentioned : Provided, The deed given upon the sale 
shall be void as against such minor, idiots or insane person 
and all persons claiming under him. 

Sec. 4. That section 6987 of the General Statutes of 1889 Tax-saiecertifi- 

cates. 

be amended so as to read as follows : Section 6987. Whenever 
any lands or town lots that may have been or shall hereafter 
be sold for any taxes due thereon, that have been or shall 
hereafter be bought in by any county for such taxes, are or 
hereafter shall be unredeemed for three years from date of sale, 
and no person shall offer to purchase the same for the taxes, 
penalties and costs due thereon, the county commissioners of 
the county where such lands or town lots are located may per- 
mit the owner, his agents or attorney, to redeem the same, or 
may authorize the county treasurer to execute and the county 
clerk to assign tax-sale certificates for such lands or town lots, 
for any sum less than the legal tax and interest thereon, as 
shall be in their judgment for the best of the county; which 
assignment s)iall have the same force and effect as if the full 
amount of all taxes, interest ajid penalties had been paid there- 
for: Provided, however, That no deed shall be issued upon any Deed. 
certificate so assigned until six months after such assignment 
has been made. 

Sec. 5. That section 6988 of General Statutes of 1889 be Redemption. 
amended so as to read as follows : Section 6988. If the owner 
of said land or town lots, or his agent or attorney, desire to 
redeem the same previous to the issuance of tax deed thereon, 
the party desiring to so redeem shall pay to the purchaser or 
holder of the tax certificate, his heirs or assigns, in money, the 
amount paid for the property, and all subsequent taxes paid 
thereon, with interest from the date of each payment at the 
rate of fifteen per cent, per annum. 

Sec. 6. That section 6996 of the General Statntes of 1889 Tax deed. 
be amended so as to read as follows: Section 6996. If the 
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holder of a tax deed, or any one claiming under him by vir- 
tue of such tax deed, be defeated in an action by or against 
him for the recovery of the land sold, the successful claimant 
shall be adjudged to pay to the holder of the tax deed, or 
the party claiming under him by virtue of such deed, before 
such claimant shall be let into possession, the full amount of 
all taxes paid on such lands, with all interest and cost as al- 
lowed by law up to the date of said tax deed, including the 
cost of such deed and the recording of the same, with interest 
on such amount at the rate of twelve per cent, per annum, 
and the further amount of taxes after the date of such deed, 
and interest thereon at the rate of twelve per cent per an- 
num. 

Sec. 7. That sections 6940, 6981, 6987, 6988 and 6996 
of the General Statutes of 1889, and all acts or parts of acts 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the statute book.

CHAPTER 111. 

REPEALING EXCESS IN RAILROAD FARE. 
An Act to repeal paragraph 1325 of the Laws of 1889. 

Be it enacted by the Legislatwre of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That paragraph 1325 of the Laws of 1889 be 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 112. 

STOPPING OF PASSENGER TRAINS. 
An Act relating to the stopping of passenger trains. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That each and every railroad company oper- ^Sn^^tl 
ating a line of railroad through the corporate limits of any 
county seat in Kansas is hereby required to make regular 
stops at such county seat, of at least one passenger train per 
day going in each direction. 

Sec. 2. Any corporation operating a line of railroad in the Penalty. 
state of Kansas failing or neglecting to comply with the pro- 
visions of section one of this act shall be liable to pay a pen- 
alty of ten dollars ($10) for each day of such failure, which 
penalty may be recovered in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, in an action to be prosecuted by the county attorney of 
the county where such failure to make regular daily stops as 
aforesaid occurs. Such action shall be prosecuted in the name 
of the state of Kansas as plaintiff, and the recovery shall be 
for the benefit of the common schools of such county, to be 
collected and disbursed as other fines and penalties. 

Sec. 3. It shall be a good defense to any actions pro- *>«*»»»• 
vided in section two of this act, if for any reason passenger 
trains are not run on the railroad going through such county 
seat on the day for which the penalty is sought to be recov- 
ered. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 113. 

REFUND INDEBTEDNESS. 

An Aot to amend section two (2) of chapter one hundred and sixty- 
three (16a) of the Laws of 1891, entitled "An aot to refund indebt- 
edness." 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That section second of chapter one hundred 
quid sixty-three (163) be amended to read as follows: Section 
2. That section three of chapter fifty of the Laws of 1879 is 
amended so as to read as follows : Section 3. When a compro- 
mise has been agreed upon, it shall be the duty of the proper 
officers to issue such bonds at the rate agreed upon, to the 
holder of such indebtedness, in the manner prescribed in this 
act; but no bonds shall be issued under this act until the 
proper evidence of the indebtedness for which the same are 
to be issued shall be delivered up for cancellation : Provided, 
That no bonded indebtedness shall be refunded by the board 
of «county commissioners, or any mayor and city council, or 
any board of trustees of any township, or any school-district 
board, or board of education, under this act, except such as 
have been issued and outstanding at least two years at the 
time of such refunding: And provided further. That except 
for the refunding of outstanding debt, including outstanding 
bonds and matured coupons thereof, or judgment thereon, no 
bonds of any class or description shall hereafter be issued 
where the total bonded indebtedness of such county or town- 
ship would thereby exceed five per cent, of the assessment 
for taxation, as shown by the last finding and determination 
by the proper board of equalization, or of such city, school 
district or board of education exceed six per cent, of such 
assessment, but this restriction shall not apply to cities of the 
first class. , 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its publi- 
cation in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 114. 

REFUND INDEBTEDNESS. 

An Act authorizing Seward county, Kansas, to refund its outstanding 
indebtedness existing on May 1, 1891, and still unpaid. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of Seward 
county, Kansas, is hereby authorized and empowered to re- 
fund any and all outstanding indebtedness existing on May 
1st, 1891, and still unpaid by issuing bonds to the holders of 
such outstanding indebtedness: Provided, That such bonds rar value, 
shall not be for a greater amount than the par value of such 
indebtedness. Such refunding' bonds shall severally be in 
such amount as said board of county commissioners shall 
direct, and shall state for what purpose issued, and be payable 
to bearer, within thirty years after date and shall bear interest 
at the rate not exceeding six per cent, per annum, payable 
semi-annually on January first and July, first. That there 
shall be attached to each of said bonds sixty coupons, num- 
bered from one to sixty, and each of said coupons shall be 
for the amount of the semi-annual interest upon such bonds : 
And provided. That under the provisions of this act the said 
county commissioners are authorized if desirable to issue in- 
stall merit bonds running thirty years, having coupons at- 
tached representing the semi-annual interest to become due 
thereon, and each coupon attached to any installment bond 
shall after five years from its date 'represent one-fiftieth of its 
principal, which amount shall be shown in separate words 
and figures aside from the interest represented in such coupon, 
and each installment bond shall show upon its face that its 
principal is deluded in its coupons : Provided, That no bond 
or bonds hereby authorized shall be delivered until the evi- 
dence of indebtedness to be surrendered therefor shall be 
surrendered and delivered to said board. All such evidences 
refunded under the provisions of this act shall be noted as 
surrendered and canceled on the registry of said board, and 
the same shall be destroyed in the presence of said board. 

Sec. 2. Such bonds shall be registered by the clerk of said Bonds registered. 
county in a book kept for the registration of bonds, and said 
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bonds shall be signed by the chairman of said board and the 
clerk thereof, attested with his seal, and countersigned by the 
treasurer of said county. 

T*xi«yy. g^ 3^ The officers of said county. shall levy and collect 

taxes for the purpose of providing a fund to pay such bonds 
by levying and collecting in each and every year a sufficient 
tax on all taxable property within said county to pay and dis- 
charge two of the coupons of each of said bonds and a suffi- 
cient proportion of the sinking fund to meet the principal of 
said bonds at maturity: Provided, That if installment bonds 
be issued, then the amount of tax levied and collected each 
year shall be sufficient to discharge the two coupons next ma- 
turing. When said coupons or bonds are paid they shall be 
noted on the register as paid and then destroyed. 

Neglect. Sec. 4. Should the officers of said county neglect or refuse 

to levy and collect such tax as herein provided, they shall be 
severally liable personally and also liable upon their several 
bond 8 to the holder of any such refunding bonds or coupons 
herein provided for then due, for the full amount thereof, and 

penalty. shall severally be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 

conviction thereof shall be imprisoned in the county jail for 
not less than three nor more than twelve months. 

Sec. 5. The bonds provided for in this act shall issue upon 
a written proposition therefor, submitted to the proper officers 
aforesaid, setting forth the indebtedness held, describing the 
same in detail. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 115. 

RELIEF OF W. B. SMITH. 
An Act for the relief of W. B. Smith, of Miami county, Kansas. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That there is hereby appropriated for the re- 
lief of W. B. Smith, of Miami county, Kansas, the sum of one 
hundred forty-six dollars and ninety-seven cents ($146.97) 
out of any money in the permanent school fund, which said 
sum was paid by the said W. B. Smith for the purchase of 
the northeast quarter (J) of thfe southwest quarter (£) of sec- 
tion thirty-four (34), township eighteen (18) south, of range 
twenty-four (24) east, and the northeast quarter (£) of the 
southeast quarter (£) and the southeast quarter (J) .of the 
southwest quarter (J) of section thirty-four (34), township 
eighteen (18), of range twenty- four (24) east, in Miami county, 
Kansas, as state school land when the same was government 
land; and the further sum of one hundred sixty-seven dol- 
lars and eleven cents ($167.11) out of any money in the an- 
nual school fund, which said sum was paid by said W. B. 
Smith as interest on said land hereinbefore described.

An Act granting the right to erect and maintain certain dams across 
the Kansas river and the right of way over a certain strip of land 
oyer and across the Insane Asylum grounds, and the use of Soldier 
creek through the Reform School grounds, in Shawnee county, for 
certain purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby granted to Ed- 
ward Wilder, William Sims, and Samuel T. Howe, their 
associates, personal or corporate, and their successors and 
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assigns, the right to erect, construct and forever maintain a 
series of three certain dams across the Kansas river at any 
suitable place west of the city of Topeka, and not further 
up the river than the westernmost line of Shawnee county, 
whenever said aforementioned parties or their assigns have 
acquired or may hereafter acquire by purchase, lease, con- 
tract, or condemnation proceedings, the lands on the banks of 
said river. If any of said dams shall not be constructed, 
or the construction thereof shall not have been commenced 
with a period of ten years from the time this act shall take 
effect, the rights, hereby granted, so far as applicable to any 
dam the construction of which shall not have been com- 
menced, shall thereafter vest in any person, persons or corpo- 
ration desiring to take advantage of the provisions hereof 
under the terms, conditions and restrictions of this act. And 
such person, persons or corporation shall have the right to 
construct and maintain such dam or dams across said river upon 
which the construction has not been begun and is being suc- 
cessfully carried on : Provided, That the right hereby granted 
shall be limited to such ownership or rights as the state may 
have in the bed or banks of said river, and shall not be con- 
strued as granting any right to overflow any other lands by 
the erection of such dam or dams until the right to overflow 
such other lands shall have been acquired as provided by law. 

Sec. 2. That there be and is hereby granted unto the Grant. 
aforementioned persons, and their successors and assigns for- 
ever, for the use and purposes and upon the conditions and 
subject to the limitations hereinafter mentioned, the right of 
way over a strip of land for a race way across and through 
the Insane Asylum grounds, in Shawnee county, said grounds 
being a part of the northeast quarter of section 26, township 
11, of range 15 east, said strip of land so granted being the 
low land along or near the foot of the bluff, and being about 
eighty-five rods in length, and shall not exceed an average of 
two hundred feet in width upon said grounds, and shall be 
located according to the map and survey filed February 10, 
1891, except as to width, in the office of the secretary of 
state; and also the right to use the bed and banks of Soldier 
creek across and through the Reform School grounds, in 
Shawnee county, not exceeding one hundred and fifty feet in 
width from bank to bank, for a tail race; said Reform School 
grounds being in the northwest quarter and a part of the 
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northeast quarter of section 18, in township 11, of range 16 
east, in Shawnee county. The banks of Soldier creek to be 
protected in such manner as not to injure any buildings or 
improvements on the Reform School grounds, and the course 

m *Si* w * 7 °f tne s tream shall not be changed. The right of way and 
privileges hereby granted are for the sole use and purpose of 
a race way or canal to be cut, constructed and used by the 
said aforementioned persons, their successors or assigns, for 
the conveyance and passage of water, for the purpose of fur- 
nishing water, electrical power, to any person or persons, 
company or corporations who may desire the same for pro- 
pelling machinery by electrical current or compressed air, 
and for any and all purposes for which such power may be 
used. 

Sec. 3. In the construction and use of said race way, or 
canals, the persons aforenamed and their successors and 
aligns shall not in any wise obstract the use of any part of 
the grounds of said Insane Asylum or said Reform School 
outside of the land or right of way hereby granted. And the 
aforenamed persons, their successors or assigns, shall erect and 
forever maintain on said grounds such bridges or bridge, cul- 
verts or arches, including railroad bridges, approaches thereto, 
and track over said race ways or canals, as the board of trustees 
of said charitable institution shall adjudge to be necessary for 
the proper use and protection of said grounds for said Insane 
Asylum and said Reform School, respectively, and shall erect 
and maintain on both sides of race way on said Insane Asylum 
grounds, for the safety of the patients of said Insane Asylum, 
a suitable and substantial fence such as the said board of 
trustees of said charitable institution shall or may require, 
and shall at all times maintain and keep the same in good re- 
pair ; and the sewerage and pipes therefor, the water system and 
the pipes thereof, at the Topeka Insane Asylum, shall in no 
wise be impaired, and the buildings and improvements on said 
asylum grounds shall not in any wise be impaired or injured. 

compensation to Before this act shall become operative, the aforenamed persons, 
their successors or assigns, shall cause to be paid into the 
treasury of the state of Kansas the sum of three thousand 
dollars, in compensation to the state for said right of way. 
In consideration whereof, it shall be the duty of the governor 
to cause said right of way to be conveyed to said Edward 
Wilder, William Sims, and Samuel T. Howe, their successors 
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and assigns, forever : Provided, That if said parties herein 
named shall not complete and have in operation said race way, 
tail race and water power within ten years from the passage 
of this act, said right of way shall revert to the state of Kan-, 
sas ; or in case said right of way shall cease to be used for the 
purpose herein stated, or if said parties aforementioned, their

Section 1. Section 3124 of the General Statutes of 1889, 
the same being section one of chapter 130 of the Session 
Laws of 1872, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
It shall be the duty of each and every road overseer in the 
counties of Marshall, Washington, Republic, Jewell, Cloud, 
Reno, Rice, Woodson, Morris, Mitchell, Saline, Pottawato- 
mie, Sumner, Osborne, Cheyenne, Stevens, Thomas, Grant, 
Smith, Gray, Gove, Lane, Ness, Rooks, Haskell, Kearny, 
Wallace, Logan, Morton, Greeley, Hodgeman, Rush, Wichita, 
Trego, Seward, Rawlins, Hamilton, Allen and Finney, within 
his road district, between the fifteenth day of September and 
fifteenth day of October of each year hereafter, to cause to be 
plowed along both sides of every laid out and traveled road, 
and which is not fenced, or along which a hedge row has not 
been set out, a strip of breaking at least three furrows in 
width, and the distance between the strips to be not less than 
three rods, and to cause the grass to be carefully burned along 
such roads between such strips of breaking. 

Sec. 2. Section 3124 of the General Statutes of 1889, the 
same being section one of chapter 130 of the Session Laws 
of 1872, is hereby repealed.

of sand hills known as the Arkansas river sand hills to a 
point at or near the northwest corner of section twenty-four 
(24), township twenty-five (25), range nineteen (19). Also, 
commencing at a point on the line of said road above de- 
scribed near said bridge in section two (2), township twenty- 
five (25), range nineteen (19); running thence easterly across 
the row of sand hills known as the Arkansas river sand hills 
to a point in section six (6), in township twenty-five (25)^ 
range eighteen (18). 

Sec. 2. That the board of county commissioners of said 
Edwards county shall appoint a commission of three disin- 
terested taxpayers and householders of said county to select 
the route of said road as aforesaid, after which the route shall 
be laid out and established as is provided by law for the es- 
tablishment of public roads. 

Sec. 3. The contract for the construction of said road shall 
be let by the board of county commissioners in such manner 
as is provided by law for the letting gf public works of coun- 
ties by its board of commissioners.

CITIES OF FIRST AND SECOND CLASS AND SCHOOL 

DISTRICTS. 

An Act relating to cities of the first and second class, providing for 
the settlements between a school distriot or a part of a district and 
the city, when annexed by the extension of the city limits. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. When all the territory of a school district 1%££ T * 
shall become annexed to a city of the first or second class by 
the extension of the boundaries of the city, all the school 
property, including moneys on hand and due to said district, 
together with all records and papers belonging to said district 
board, shall be transferred to, and the title vested in the board 
of education of such city, and said board of education shall 
assume and be held responsible for the legitimate floating and 
bonded indebtedness of such annexed district. 

Sec. 2. When, by the extension of the limits of any city count^raperin- 
of the first or second class, a part of the territory of an ad- 
jacent district is annexed to such city, it shall be the duty of 
the county superintendent to determine the present value of 
all the school property of such district, also all moneys due 
to or in the hands of the district treasurer, and to equi- 
tably apportion the amount due the district board, or beard 
of education, as the case may be. The amount due to the 
district board or board of education of such city, when ascer- 
tained by the county superintendent, shall be levied upon the 
taxable property of that district or corporation found to be 
in debt, and shall be collected in the same manner as if the 
same had been authorized by the vote of the district board 
or by the board of education of such city, and when collected 
it shall be paid to the treasurer of that district or board of 
education to which it is due. The board of education, or 
the district board retaining the schoolhouse, shall assume the 
bonded indebtedness incurred in building and furnishing such 
schoolhouse. All unadjusted claims of cities and school dis- 
tricts arising from such annexation previous to the passage of 
this act shall be adjusted in accordance with provisions of 
this section. 

Sec. 3. If, in the adjustment of school property where a Appeal. 
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part of a school district has been annexed to a city of the 
first or second class, any person or persons shall feel ag- 
grieved by the decision rendered by the county superin- 
tendent, an appeal may be taken to the board of county 
commissioners; but a notice of such appeal must be served 
upon the county superintendent in writing within ten days 
after the rendition of his decision in adjusting the rights of 
the school district and the city school district. Such notice 
shall state fully the objections to the action of the county su- 
perintendent, a copy pf which shall be filed with the county 
clerk, and also with the clerk of the district, or with the 
secretary of the board of education, as the case may be, af- 
fected by such decision. Such appeal shall be heard and de- 
cided by a majority of the board of county commissioners at 
their next regular meeting, and their decision shall be final.

The said commissioners are hereby further author- 
ized to employ a suitable person or persons to have the man- 
agement and control of said institution, subject to removal at 
any time, at such compensation as may be deemed fair re- 
muneration for services rendered. 

Sec. 3. The said commissioners are hereby further author- 
ized to receive and hold in trust such funds as charitably- 
disposed persons may donate, or give by legacy, and, in as 
far as possible, the said institution shall be made self-sup- 
porting by training the children placed in it to useful 
employments, but any deficiency, or necessary funds for the 
maintenance of said institution shall be paid out of the treas- 
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1 ury of the county the same as for the maintenance of the 

poor. 

Sec. 4. The said commissioners may also accept charge of 
children from other counties only upon the guaranty of pay- 
ment by such counties of the full cost of supporting such 
children in said institution.

An Act amending sections 7 and 9 of artiole six, chapter 122, Laws of 
1876, entitled "An apt for the support and regulation of common 
schools," and providing for the aooeptanoe of certain glades from 
certain institutions of learning by the state board of education. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That section 7 of article six, chapter one hun- f^gJE* * 
dred and twenty-two of the laws of 1876 is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : Section 7. There shall be a state 
board of education consisting of the state superintendent of 
public instruction, the chancellor of the State University, the 
president of the State Agriclutural College, the president of 
the State Normal School, and three others to be appointed by 
the governor by and with the advice and consent of thfe sen- 
ate, selected from among those engaged in school work in the 
schools of the state. The three thus appointed by the gov- 
ernor shall hold their office for a term of two years, or until 
their successors are duly appointed and qualified. The state 
board of education thus constituted are hereby authorized and Diploma* 
empowered to issue state diplomas to such professional teach- 
ers as may be found, upon critical examination, to possess the 
requisite scholarship and culture and who may also exhibit 
satisfactory evidence of unexceptionable moral character, and 
of eminent professional experience and ability, and who have 
taught for two years in the state. All such diplomas shall Where valid * 
be countersigned by the state superintendent of public in- 
struction, and shall supersede the necessity of any and all 
other examinations of the person holding the same by county, 
city or local board of examiners, and such diplomas shall be 
valid in any county, city, town or school district in the state 
during the lifetime of the holder unless revoked by the state 
board of education. 

Sec. 2. Section nine of article six, chapter one hundred ^ a x n a t £ ine appli " 
and twenty-two, of the Laws of 1876, is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : Sec. 9. The state board of education 
shall meet at such times and places as by them may be deemed 
necessary, and transact such business as may legally come be- 
fore them, and examine all applicants who may present

themselves for such examination; and if satisfied with the 
scholarship, culture and moral character of the applicant, and 
with his professional attainments and experience, said board 
shall issue a state diploma, or certificate, as the case may be, 
in accordance with such examination and the provisions of 
this act. The auditor of state is hereby authorized to issue 
warrants upon the state treasurer against any funds not other- 
wise appropriated for the actual expenses of the members of 
said board of education incurred in attending the meetings 
or examinations provided for in this act, except for the ex- 
aminations as specified in section eight of this act : Provided, 
In each case that said warrant shall is3ue only upon the 
statement verified by affidavit of the members submitting 
such account, and approved by the secretary of said board of 
education : Provided, also, That the sum total of said expenses 
of the board shall not exceed three hundred ($300) dollars 
per annum. 

Sec. 3. Upon the application of any college, university, 
or educational institution of like standing, incorporated un- 
der the general laws of the state of Kansas, the state board 
of education shall have the power to examine the course of 
study prescribed and the character of the work done by it, 
and if, in the judgment of said board, it shall prove to have 
as efficient course of study as the four years' courses of study 
in the state normal school, the said state board of education 
shall have power to accept grade given on academic subjects 
completed in course and passed in regular examination to per- 
sons who are graduates of or may hereafter graduate from 
such institution, in lieu of the examinations on the same sub- 
jects required for the state certificate, which said board is 
empowered to give by sections one and two of this act and 
section eight of article VI, chapter 122, Laws of 1876. 

Sec. 4. The board shall examine all persons whose grades 
are thus accepted, upon the professional subjects included in 
the course of study at the State Normal School, viz. : Philos- 
ophy of education, history of education, school laws, methods 
of teaching, school management, and upon such other subjects 
as the regulations of the board require upon which they are 
unable to present grades as required in section three of this 
act. 

Sec. 5. To all persons receiving credits and passing ex- 
aminations as required in the preceding section, the state 
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board of education shall issue the three-years certificates, 
provided for by the sections mentioned by the third section 
of this act, and at the expiration of that time, if the holder 
of said certificate satisfies the board that he has taught suc- 
■cessfully at least two years out of the three, and has kept him- 
self well informed in the general literature of his profession, 
said board shall issue a life certificate in lieu of the first one 
issued. 

Sec. 6. The graduates of the State University, the State Graduates. 
Agricultural College, and of institutions of learning in any of 
the United States, maintaining, in the judgment of the state 
board of education, the same high grade of scholarship as re- 
quired in section three of this act, shall be entitled to similar 
credits. 

Sec. 7. When the examination papers show a lack of SS3S. 
knowledge of the common branches, so-called, viz. : History 
of the United States, arithmetic, grammar, geography, orthog- 
raphy, and penmanship, the said board is authorized to re- 
quire the candidates to pass a specific examination upon the 
same. 

Sec. 8. The state board of education is authorized to give 
examinations at the institutions whose courses of study it ap- 
proves, each institution bearing the expenses of the same. 

Sec. 9. When the said board satisfies itself that any insti- 
tution is not maintaining the standard by which it received 
the approval of the board, its graduates shall not be entitled 
to the credits provided in section three. 

Sec. 10. When the state board of education is satisfied that 
any resident of this state, holding a state certificate issued by 
4my other state in the United States, secured the same by pass- 
ing an examination equivalent to that given by said board, 
it may issue to said person the certificate as provided for in 
section three of this act, without further examination. 

Sec. 11. All life certificates issued by the state board of certificate void. 
education or by the regents of the State Normal School shall 
be void if the holder of the same should not be engaged in 
school work for three consecutive years : Provided \ That cer- 
tificates may be renewed by the state board of education. 

Sec. 12. The said state board of education is empowered to 
cancel any state certificate which said board on satisfactory 
proof finds to be held by a person of immoral character or 
otherwise disqualified for a teacher. 
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Sec. 13. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 14. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its publication in the official state paper.

agers shall, upon the recommendation of the commandant, 
appoint such subordinate officers as may be necessary, all of 
whom shall be inmates of said institution, except a quarter- 
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master, who may be selected outside by the board, provided 
he is an honorably-discharged ex-union soldier. Such sub- 
ordinate officers may be dismissed from office by the com- 
mandant for inefficiency or misconduct; bat in case of 
removal or dismissal, a detailed statement of the facts upon 
such dismissal or removal so ordered shall be reported to the 
board of managers by the commandant. No person shall be 
appointed to any office provided for by this act unless he be 
an honorably-discharged ex-union soldier, sailor, or marine, 
and served during the war of the rebellion. The command- 
ant shall hold office for such time as may be fixed by the 
board of managers, and be subject to removal at any time by 
a majority vote of said board, subject to the approval of the 
governor. 

Sec. 2. Paragraph 6234 of the General Statutes of 1889 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: The board of managers 
shall render to the govaratirtt ftiJl «od detailed report of their 
transactions for each fiscal year, such report to be filed not 
later than July 31 in each year. These reports shall be 
printed and distributed in the manner provided by law for 
the reports of charitable institutions of this state. 

Sec. 3. In preparing the rules and regulations provided 
for in paragraph 6235 of the General Statutes of 1889, the 
board of managers shall require that any applicant for admis- 
sion be required to furnish a certificate made by the board of 
county commissioners of the county where he is a resident, 
and that such certificate be made at a regular session of such 
county commissioners, certified by the county clerk under his 
seal, showing that such applicant is unable to properly sup- 
port himself and family without aid from such county. 

From and after the taking effect of this act, no wife 
of any soldier shall be admitted to the home as a member, un- 
less she has attained the age of 40 years and been married fo 
him previous to the year 1892, except in special cases where 
the wife of the applicant is an invalid or the soldier making 
the application is a confirmed invalid and needs the constant 
attention of his wife. Hereafter, no girls shall be admitted 
or retained in the institution after they reach the age of 14 
years ; and boys shall not be admitted or retained after they 
reach the age of 12 years, unless the same be incapable of 
earning a support by their own labor. 

Sec. 5. Inmates of this home shall not lose their legal res- 
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ideoce in the county from which they came, nor acquire any 
legal residence in Ford county, Kansas, while they remain as 
inmates of said home.

WEEKLY PAYMENT OF WAGES. 

Am Act providing for the weekly payment of wages in lawful money of 
the United States by certain corporations, and providing a penalty 
for the violation thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Kansas: 

Section 1. All private corporations doing business within 
this state, except all steam surface railways and except cor- 
porations engaged in the production of farm and dairy prod- 
ucts, shall pay to their employes the wages earned each and 
every week in lawful money of the United States, and all 
such wages shall be due and payable and shall be paid by 
such corporation not later than Friday of each week for all 
such wages earned the preceding week. 

Sec. 2. Whenever such corporation fails to pay any of 
their employes, as provided in section 1 of this act, then a 
penalty shall attach to such corporation and become due to 
such employes, as follows : A sum equivalent to a penalty of 
five per cent, per month as liquidated damages, and such 
penalty shall attach and become a judgment in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and the penalty shall continue in full 
force and effect including all the time intervening up to time 
of final payment. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any employ^ is discharged from the 
employ of any such corporation, then the wages of such em- 
ploy6 shall become due and payable in the same manner as 
heretofore described in section two. 

Sec. 4. Any employ^ may recover all such penalties that 
may, by violations of sections two and three of this act, have 
accrued to him at any time within six months succeeding 
such default or delay in the payment of such wages. 

Sec. 5. Any contract or agreement made between any such 
corporation and any parties in it* employ, whose provisions 
shall be in violation, evasion or circumvention of this act, 
shall be unlawful and void iu its effects as to such corpora- 
tions. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any such corporation shall contract any 
or all its work to any contractor, then it shall become the 
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duty of such corporation to provide that the employes of such 
corporation or contractor shall be paid according to the pro- 
visions of this act, and such corporation shall become respon- 
sible and liable to the employes of such contractor in the 
same manner as if said employes were employed by such cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 7. Whenever it shall become necessary for employes Lawsuit. 
to enter or maintain a suit at law for the recovery or collec- 
tion of wages due as provided by this act, then such judg- 
ment shall include a reasonable attorney fee, to be taxed as 
part of the costs in the case, and collected under the same 
provisions of law as such judgment.

An Aot to regulate the weighing of ooal at the mine. 

Be U enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any mine owner, les- ^^^ 
see or operator of coal mines in this state, employing miners 
at bushel or ton rates, or other quantity, to pass the output 
of coal mines by said miners over any screen or other device 
which shall take any part from the value thereof before the 
same shall have been weighed and duly credited to the em- 
ployes and accounted for at the legal rate of weights as fixed 
by the laws of Kansas. 

Sec. 2. The weighman employed at any mine shall sub- Wei * hm<ul - 
scribe an oath or affirmation, before a justice of the peace or 
other officer authorized to administer oaths, to do justice 
between employer and employ^, and to weigh the output of 
coal from mines in accordance with the provisions of section 
1 of this act. Said oath or affirmation shall be kept conspic- 
uously posted in the weigh office, and any weigher of coal, or 
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persons so employed, who shall knowingly violate any of the 
provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty-five nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each offense, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period not to exceed thirty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. The miners employed by or engaged in working 
for any mine owner, operator or lessee in this state shall have 
the privilege, if they so desire, of employing at their own 
expense a check- weigh man, who shall have like rights and 
privileges in the weighing of coal as the regular weigh man, 
and be subject to the same oath and penalties as the regular 
weighman. 

Sec. 4. Any person or persons hawng or using any scale 
' or scales for the purpose of weighing the output of coal at 
mines, so arranged or constructed that fraudulent weighing 
may be done thereby, or who shall knowingly resort to or 
employ any means whatever, by reason of which such coal is 
not correctly weighed and reported in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall, upon conviction, for each offense be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than two hundred dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for. a period not to exceed sixty days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Sec. 5. Any provisions, contract or agreement between 
mine owners or operators thereof and the miners . employed 
therein, whereby the provisions of section 1 of this act are 
waived, modified, or annulled, shall be void and of no effect; 
and the coal sent to the surface shall be accepted or rejected, 
and if accepted shall be weighed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act; and right of action shall not be invali- 
dated by reason of any contract or agreement 

Sec. 6. The provisions of this act shall also apply to the 
class of workers in mines known as loaders, engaged in 
mines wherein mining is done by machinery. Whenever the 
workmen are under contract to load coal by the bushel, ton, 
or any quantity the settlement of which is had by weight, 
the output shall be weighed in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
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upon the first day of September, 1893, after its publication

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTIONS Nos. 1 and 2. 

EQUAL SUFFRAGE. 

Be if resolved by the Legislature of the'State of Kansas, two- 
thirds of the members elected to each House thereof concur- 
ring therein: 

Section 1. The following proposition to amend the con- 
stitution of the state of Kansas is hereby submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state for their approval, or rejection, 
namely: That section one, article five, of the constitution of 
the state of Kansas, be amended so that the same shall read 
as follows: "Section 1. Every person of the age of 21 years 
and upwards belonging to the following classes, who shall 
have resided in Kansas one year next preceding any election, 
and in the township or ward in which she or he offers to vote 
at least 30 days next preceding such election, shall be deemed 
Equal suffrage, a qualified elector : 1st, citizens of the United States ; 2d, per- 
sons of foreign birth who have declared their intentions to 
become citizens of the United States, conformable to the laws 
of the United States, on the subject of naturalization." 

Sec. 2. This proposition shall be submitted to the electors 
of this state at the general election of the representatives to 
the legislature in the year 1894, for their approval, or rejec- 
tion; those voting in favor of this proposition shall have 
Ballots. written or printed on their ballots, "For the suffrage amend- 

ment to the constitution;" those voting against the said 
proposition shall have written or printed on their ballots, 
"Against the suffrage amendment to the constitution;" said 
ballots shall be received and such vote taken, counted, can- 
vassed and returns made thereof, in the same manner and in 
all respects as provided for by law, as in the case of the elec- 
tion of representatives to the legislature.

TO AMEND INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 

Resolved, That the Senate of the state of Kansas, the 
House of Representatives concurring therein, urge upon the 
national house of representatives and the national senate to 
enact a law amending the laws relating to interstate com- 
merce, so that it shall be obligatory upon the interstate com- 
merce commission to prescribe more stringent regulations, in 
the matter of the transportation of articles of trade and com- 
merce, looking to the placing of each and every consumer on 
an equal footing so that consumers shall have the advantage 
of their respective locations, and so that persons residing near 
coal mines shall not be discriminated against in the matter 
of the freight rates on coal, and in tne matter of the price of 
coal, and that such discriminations may be prohibited under 
severe penalties. 

Resolved, That the secretary of the Senate is hereby in- 
structed to transmit a copy of these resolutions to each mem- 
ber of the Kansas delegation in Congress.

SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION No. 18. 

STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
Relating to rooms for the State Historical Society. 

Be it resolved by the Senate of the State of Kansas, the House 
of Representatives concurring therein: 

That the rooms now occupied by the supreme court com- 
missioners in the basement of the south wing of the capitol 
building be assigned for the additional and temporary use of 
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the State Historical Society, and that it shall be the duty of 
the state executive council to cause suitable shelving and fur- 
niture to be immediately supplied to said rooms for such use.

SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION No. 21. 

CERTAIN RAILROADS INDEBTED TO THE UNITED STATES 

Senate concurrent resolution No. 21. 

Whereas, It appears by reference to United States Senate 
Executive Documents, volume 2, page 17, session 1887 and 
1888, that the Union Pacific, Kansas Pacific, Central Branch 
of the Union Pacific, Central Pacific, Sioux City & Pacific 
and Western Pacific Railroad Companies will, in the year 
1897, the average date of maturity, be justly indebted to the 
United States, as follows*: Principal, $64,623,512.00; simple 
interest, $114,261,247.50; total, $178,884,759.50; subject to 
some credit; and 

Whereas, It appears by appendix .ten (10) to the report 
of the United States commissioners of railroad accounts for 
the years 1883 and 1884 that the total miles of road upon 
which said debt is a subsequent lien or second mortgage 
is, in round numbers, twenty-four hundred and ninety-five 
(2,495); and 

Whereas, The United States granted to said companies 
as an absolute gift, twelve thousand eight hundred (12,800) 
acres for each and every mile of said roads, or a grand total 
of about thirty-two million (32,000,000) acres of land, of the 
fair and reasonable value of one hundred and fifty million 
four hundred and ninety-five thousand two hundred and fifty 
dollars and fifty-five cents, or thereabouts, as shown in volume 
15, part 6, of the Congressional Record, at page 459 of the 
appendix; and 

Whereas, Said companies, despite the munificence of said 
grant of lands and the vast aid so extended by the United 
States in bonds and credit, and with the apparent object to 
defeat the lien and security of the United States, caused to 
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be passed by congress, in 1864, an act making the said issue 
of bonds by the United States a subsequent lien or second 
mortgage on said lines of road, and allowing said companies 
to issue a like amount of bonds of their own to constitute a 
first lien and price to the claim of the United States, 
and thereafter said companies issued their prior mortgage 
bonds to the amount of sixty-four million six hundred and 
twenty-three thousand and five hundred and twelve dollars 
upon their said lines of road, and to the extent of about 
twenty-five thousand nine hundred dollars per mile; and 

Whereas, Said companies, in defiance of every principle 
of justice and integrity, have refused to pay to the United 
States the interest on said bonds until the maturity of the 
original debt ; and 

Whereas, By ordinary rules of computing savings-bank 
interest, a given sum at six per cent, will double itself m a • 
fraction less than twelve years; and calculated by this rule said 
companies at the end of thirty years would justly save the 
United States— principal, $64,623, 512; interest, $248,154,- 
286 ; total, $312,777,796 —subject to some slight credit, or the 
modest sum of about $125,535 per mile, to secure which the 
United States has a second mortgage on a line of road already 
mortgaged for about $25,900 per mile, while E. H. Miller, 
jr., secretary of one said company, swears said road is not 
worth said sum of $25,900 per mile, or any other or greater 
sum than $10,555.96 per mile, as per volume 15, part 6, 
Congressional Record, at page 466 appendix ; and 

Whereas, The reasonable and fair value of the gifts and 
assistance afforded said companies may be stated a9 follows : 
Principal, $64,623,512.00; interest, $248,154,286.00; lands, 
$150,409,250.55; total, $463,187,048.55; and 

Whereas, The said companies despite these facts have 
induced certain representatives of the people to consent to an 
extension of the time of payment of said debt to a remote 
period, aud from senate reports of 1887 and 1888, at page 8 
of United States senate reports No. 1950, a committee report- 
ing in favor of said extension says: "The bill makes provi- 
sion for the punishment of those who are charged with having 
illegally enriched themselves at the expense of the compa- 
nies;" and 

Whereas, The report named above is supposed to con- 
tain a schedule of the assets and liabilities of the Union Pa- 
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cific, from which another appendix thereto it appears that 
said committee advise the punishment of the said Union Pa- 
cific company by applying the rod in such a manner that the 
United States shall, in a spirit of Christian charity, exchange 
its present mortgage on 1,430 miles of road for a mortgage 
on the balance of the roads under the control of said com- 
pany, by which brilliant feat of financiering the United States 
would have upwards of $106,000,000 of indebtedness to pay 
off ere its security was of any value, instead of $33,539,512, 
as at present; and 

Whereas, By section eleven of the act of July 1, 1862, un- 
der which the said subsidy bonds purport to have been issued 
by the United States, it was provided that no more than fifty 
thousand of said bonds, of one thousand dollars each, or fifty 
million dollars in all, should be issued on the main line of 
* said road, which main line is from Council Bluffs, Iowa, to 
Sacramento, California, as per circular of Charles J. Folger, 
secretary of the treasury. See report of United States com- 
missioner of railroad accounts for 1883 and 1884, at page 
645, and yet by referring to page 17, volume 2, senate execu- 
tive documents for 1887 and 1888, it appears that the United 
States has issued on account thereof fifty-three million one 
hundred and twenty- one thousand six hundred and thirty- 
two dollars, or an apparent overissue of three million one 
hundred and twenty-one thousand six hundred and thirty- two 
dollars; and 

Whereas, By section nine of the act of July 1^ 1862, the 
Central Pacific received a grant of land from some point on 
the bay of San Francisco or the navigable waters of the Sac- 
ramento river, and from Congressional Record, volume 15, 
page 6, page 466 of the appendix, it appears said road by its 
articles terminated at Sacramento, hence said company received 
no grant of lands from Sacramento to San Jose, and said com- 
pany's assignment to the Western Pacific of the same, as well 
as the pretended ratification by congress thereof by act of 
March 3, 1865, conveyed nothing, while the question arises 
by what right the United States issued to said Western Pa- 
cific the sum of one million nine hundred and seventy thou- 
sand five hundred dollars in subsidy bonds : therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate of the Stale of Kansas, the House of 
Representatives coneurrring, That our representatives in con- 
gress are requested and our senators instructed to use all hon- 
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orable means : First, to ascertain by what authority the said 
one million nine hundred and seventy thousand five hundred 
dollars of subsidy bonds were so issued by the United States 
to said Western Pacific; second, by what right the -said sum 
of fifty-three million one hundred and twenty-one thousand 
six hundred and thirty-two dollars of bonds were so issued on 
the main line of said roads when the total issue thereof was * 
limited to fifty million dollars; third, to take all necessary 
steps to collect from said companies and each of them named 
herein any and all sums that are or may be due the United 
States, and in default of such payment to foreclose the lien of 
the United States on said lines of road, to the end that the s 
same may be forever used as a public highway. 

Resolved, That the governor of the state of Kansas be and 
he is hereby directed to cause duly-authenticated copies of 
these preambles and resolutions to be forwarded to our sena- 
tors and representatives in congress.
